SACRAMENTO, Jan. 18.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.]

| California has made in the 

‘ Milton J. Green, after furnishing the 
information required of him by the 
many questions put by members of the 
special Investigating Committee last 
evening and today, finally refused as a 
matter of principle, to answer specific 
inquiries as to what funds had been 
sent into each of the Assembly dis- 
tricts to assist the candidates for the 
Legislature to make their campaigns, 
and will appear before the bar of the 
House tomorrow to be punished for 
contempt. 

Green, in refusing to answer as to 
each of the eighty Assembly districts, 
caused it to be distinctly understood 
that he did not refuse to answer be- 
cause he had used money improperly or 
illegitimately, which he declared was 
not the case; nor because his answers 
would refiect on Mr. Grant im the slight- 
est degree, but there were gentlemen 
interested in Mr. Grant’s campaign who 
are outside of politics in the general 
acceptance of the term, and he did not 
wish to drag their names into the pub- 
lic proceedings, and furthermore, he 
thought the committee should be satis- 
fied with his general statement that no 
‘noney had been used in any districts 
in an improper or illegitimate manner. 

CUTTER WAS WAITING. 

When the committee met this morning 
Senator Cutter was waiting for it, with 
blood in his eye. He had his mind fixed 
on Editor Sam Leake’s testimony, and 
before the committee could stand him 
off he blurted Out in his usual forceful 
manner that reflections had been cast 
on his character that were entirely un- 
warranted. The charge that he had 
received money from Grant was an ab- 
solute and entire falsehood, and he de- 
manded to be sworn at once. He was 
mollified when Chairman Cosper said 
he should have the opportunity later to 
testify. 

Green was then recalled, and, in an- 
swer to questions, said he had absolute 
authority to conduct Grant’s campaign 
according to his own judgment, except 
that Mr. Grant stipulated that the ex- 
penditures of money should be confined 
to proper and legitimate expenses, say- 
ing that he had no desire to buy a seat 
in the United States Senate. He 
(Green) had expended money in differ- 
ent districts toward campaign purposes, 
but could not tell all the places where 
he had put money, as he had no com- 
plete memorandum. 

Chairman Cosper insisted on details, 
and Attorney Bacon, for Green, object- 
ed, holding that to introduce a general 
dragnet on Grant's affairs when this in- 
vestigation was begun on the motion 
of Wright that his conduct be investi- 
gated, was a perversion of the comniit- 
tee’s purpose and meant delay detri- 
mental to Grant’s campaign. "We con- 
sider it not only fair and honest,” he 
said, ‘“‘but, proper to contribute to the 
expense of the campaign.” 

The committee supported the chair in 
demanded answers from Green, and 
Bacon declared that it would be an ab- 
solute impossibility to show how every 
doltar has been spent in every district 
in the State. Melick asked how it was 
that the new money was put into the 
different fights instead of being given 


to the State Central Committee. Green

answered very pertinently that the 
State Central Committee was not inter- 
ested in legislative tickets, and the 
head of the committee was unfriendly 
to Grant. In the majority of instances, 
he said, the money was put into the 
county campaign funds. Melick pressed 
his point further by. declaring that if 
these funds were not accounted for in 
the legislative candidates’ statements 
of campaign expenses, they were out- 
side of th® provisions of the purity of 
the election laws, and were to that ex- 
tent improper and illegitimate. Green 
sharply retorted that neither Mr. Grant 
nor himself had spent money illegiti- 
mately. Many of the candidates did not 
know to this day that money had been 
given to campaigns in their districts. 

Bacon declared that if the committee 
proposed to go-‘extensively into this 
branch of the subject it would not get 
through until next Christmas. Cosper 
came back with the bin‘f that that cid 
not trouble the committee. “But” he 
said, “we'll get through.” 

REFUSES SPECIFIC ANSWERS. 

The chairman then began to call the 
list of districts, asking Green if he had 
assisted in any measure in the election 
of Jilson of the First District, row 
known as the “flopper from Horn- 
brook.”’ Green, in reply, made the veh- 
era! statement that in a number of dis- 
tricts he did assist in campaigns. But 
he had never exacted a promise from a 
candidate to vote for Grant, and when 
he found that nominees were favorable 
to other candidates, he made no effort 
to change their votes. When pressed for 
a specific answer as to this and two 
other districts, he declined ton the 
ground that it was not a proper method 
of conducting the inquiry. When it 
came to the Fourth District, Dr. La 
Baree of Weaverville, who is a member 
of the committe, and who represents 
that district, announced that he had 
a personal interest in having Green 
answer. 

Grant’s managers refused, and At- 
torney Bacon stated that Green would, 
on his advice, refuse to answer as to 
all the districts. This precipitated an- 
other wrangle as to the powers of at- 
torneys. Melick thought it only fair 
that Green should say on the stand 
what he was accused of saying behind 
La Baree’s back, namely, that the 
committee had better not probe into 
this district, as he would tell what he 
knew. 

Green retorted that he had nothing 
to conceal. He-had $100 into Te- 


hama county is. one Fred Elfis, who 


was outside of active political circles, 
to assist the campaign for the Repub- 
lican Legislature. He did not know 
how the money was expended; didn't 
even know if it was received. He had 
had no conversation with Ellis about 
the Senatorship, and never met La 
Baree until the night before last. He 
did not speak to him about the Sena- 
torship, and had not found out how he 
felt about it. 

La Baree was represented by Attor- 
ney Frank M. Stone, who asked if La 
Baree had any knowledge of the 
money. Green declared that he didn’t 
believe the latter ever heard of it. 
Stone said La Baree, since hearing 
the story, had communicated with El- 
lis, who declared that he never got the 
money. It came out in the testimony 
that Mark M. McDonald, La Baree's 
cousin, had written a 'etter to the ef- 
fect that the latter ought to vote for 
Grant. 

Green was asked about Clough’s dis- 
trict, and said he never spent any 
money there, and didn’t believe any 
had been spent. Dan Cole, he said, 
was only a friend of Grant. He thought 
he had given Cole possibly $400 or $500 
to use to help the campaign on, but 
never asked him how he had spent it. 
Cole made a tour of some of the min- 
ing counties with Grant. Grant never 
asked how his money was spent and 
didn’t limit the sums, but had laid the 
injunction that it should not be spent 
improperly. Melick put the query: 
“Where a legislator was pledged to 
some other Senatorial candidate, you 
didn’t put money into the field, yet you 
say you were interested in securing a 
Republican Legislature?” 

Green explained that the reason he 
did not put money into such districts 
was because he understood the candi- 
dates were being assisted by people in 
whom they were directly interested. 
This led up to some questioning as te 
Green's Knowledge of the methods of 
Burns, tvhich finally wound up with 
Green's refusal to go into hearsay. He 
gave the devil his due, saying: “Col, 
Burns is a truthful man, and probably 
has. nothing to conceal. He will prob- 
ably admit, as I’ve done, that he was 
interested 
Legislature."’ 

Green said he possessed no knowl- 
edge as to the expenditures of other 
candidates. but Bulla had more 
friends on the ground than any other 
candidate, and it must cost a pretty 
nice sum to keep them here.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch. ] Huntington wants more 
time in which to prepare for the pay- 
ment of the debts of the Central Pa- 
cific Railroad to the government. This 
has been expected ever since the pas- 
sage of the measure settling the debt 
question, by the last session of Con- 
gress, and it is just as certain that he 
will not get it. Ever since the provi- 
sion of tne appropriation bill, which 
took the road out of politics, became ef- 
fective, there have been negotiations 
going on for the payment of the debt 
by the Central Pacific. 

These negotiations have not reached 
a point where there is anything like 
a basis of settlement in sight. True, 
there is little latitude for the commis- 
sion on the part of the government to 
negotiate, but it is also true that the 
railroad has tried in every way tu 
have the conditions made as easy as 
possible. There has been little pres- 
sure by the officers of the government, 
as it is not until July 1 that any set- 
tlement is due. 

The negotiations are in such shape 
that the. govermment’s case could be 
closed within a week, and the railroad 
compelled to take the plan. But Hunt- 
ington is not in a hurry. He is certain 
he must settle and there is little cause 
for him to make any quick move now. 
There will be no Dill introduced at once, 
as there ts no use im his trying to get 
anything through when the pressure of 
great subjects is so strong. 

So he will wait, feeling that an ex- 
tra session is certain, and he then can 
persuade members of Congress that he 
is entitled to at least a few years more 
‘to think over the plan for a settlement 
which will allow a chance for escaping 
the payment of the full amount till he 
has at the same tiene discovered just 
how to make the stockholders of the 
Central Pacific put up the money, or 
have a new blanket mortgage placed 
where it will do the most good. Cali- 
fornia members are unanimous in the 
opinion that they can prevent any new 
legislation on the subject, and will be 
able to hold the Central Pacific to the 
letter of the law passed during last 
summer.

Alger Stick Until Asked 
to Resign—Buacon’s Speech—Ha- 
waiian Cable—In Congress. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Filibustering on the part 
of Senator Caffery of Louisiana, kept 
the Senate from reaching a yote on 
the Nicaragua Canal Bill today. 
Senator Morgan tried hard to bring 
things to a head, but Caffery kept put- 
in amendments and talking. on 
them, so when 6 o'clock came the 
Senate gave it up as a bad job for the 
day and adjourned. | 

But something developed today that 
has a very hopeful look. It is that 
the Morgan bill will absolutely pass 
the Senate easily when a vote is 
reached. Every vote taken today upon 
the several amendments offered was 
in some degree a test vote, and the 
opposition showed no strength, come 
paratively speaking. 

Senator White had not intended mak- 
ing any speech upon the bill, but he 
could not restrain himself, and put in” 
a little five-minute speech, in which 
he pointed out what a vast benefit the 
canal would be to the whole countecy 
and to California in particular. Sena- 
tor White said California’s products 
were greatly hampered by having to 
pay excessive railroad charges in 
transportation to markets. He  de- 
clared that California paid annually 
something like $10,000,000 in transpor- 
tation. much of which would be saved 
by the lower rates which will follow 
the completion of the canal. 

Everything now depends upon 
whether Senator Davis, who has charge 
of the treaty of peace, will give way 
to Senator Morgan. Senator Davis 
announced this morning that imme- 
diately after the close of the morning 
business tomorrow, he would move 
that the Senate go into executive ses- 
sion for consideration of the treaty of © 
peace, and that he would keep that 
up every day till the treaty was dige 
nosed of. 

That would kill the Nicaragua Bill, 
but the probability is that Senator 
Davis will give way with the treaty 
and allow Senator Morgan more time 
in which to finish the canal bill. One 
more day would undoubtedly do the 
business: had today been one hour 
longer the Inil would have been passed, 
Meanwhile forces are at work in the 
House to secure favor for the Panama 
Canal or for the Grace syndicate. Sev- 
eral members of the House committee 
incline very strongly toward these 
companies. The whole committee wil] 
not reach a decision this week. 


PEACE TREATY IN DANGER, 


Strong Doubts About Its Ratification 
During Present Session, 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES,)} 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Senator White's opinion, 
expressed: in dispatches to The Times 
from Washington last night, that the 
treaty of peace might fail of ratifica- 
tion during this session of the Sen- 
ate, found pretty general backing to- 
day. There is no need of further dis- 
guising the fact that the treaty stands. 
in grave danger. 

So strong is this sentiment becoming 
that President McKinley shares it, and 
he told a Senator who called at the 
White House today that he is making 
preparations to call an extra session 
of the Senate March 10, if the treaty 
The President would be making 
no. such arrangements were he not 
pretty confident that there exists strong 
doubts about the treaty’s ratificaion 
this session. 

It is not probable that the men who 
are active in the opposition, will be 
able to secure enough votes to defeat 
the treaty on direct vote, but the dan- 
ger is from delay. The time to the 


4th of March is so short that a filibue- 
ter, if seriously undertaken, would be 
able to prevent action this session. 
Considerably more than.a third of the 
Senate may be mustered in favor of 
the amendment of the treaty, but it 
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requires a majority to amend, and this 
there is a prospect of getting. A very 
considerable number of votes that would 
be had for amendment can be counted 
on for the treaty after the proposition 
to amend has failed. 


FAGAN COURTMARTIAL. 


Formal Order for the Court Issaed, 
Alger Will Hang On. 
{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—[ Exclusive 
Dispatch.] All dramatic interest was 
taken out of the Eagan court-martial 
tonight when the formal order for the 
court issued from the office of Adjt.- 
Gen. Corbin. Gen. Eagan was not 


arrested and will not be. He will sim- 
ply be handed a copy of the order and 


upon receiving it will be supposed to 
know that his temporary retirement is 
in order. Until he appears before the 


court he will not even technically be 
under arrest. 


Secretary Alger said teday that Gen. 
Eagan should be treated with every 
consideration becoming his high rank 
and-long service in the army. To- 
night Gen. Corbin = said the same 
thing. Secretary Alger’s interest in 


handling Gen. Eagan carefully and 
consideratly was almost fatherly in its 
tenderness. 

In the last few hours there has been 
something of a change of opinion 
about Alger'’s probable retirement from 
the Cabinet. Announcement that he 
probably would .. retire created a 
unanimous chorus of approval, but he 
may not retire. The Times corre- 
spondent learned enough today to war- 
want the assertion that Alger will re- 
main in the Cabinet until the Presi- 
dent asks for his resignation, as noth- 
ing less will produce it. 

There were reports here during the 
afternoon that Alger would resign soon 
after the War Investigating Commis- 
sion made its report, but no verifica- 
tion could be had. Alger’s fate rests 
entirely with the President. If he 
concludes finally that the administra- 
tion cannot carry this load longer and 
demands Alger’s reticement, he will re- 
tire. otherwise he will stick. 


SAN PEDRO INNER HARBOR. 
Approprirtion for Improvement 
Will not Be Made Now.

SENATE AND HOUSE. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT KEVORT.} 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—The feature 
of today’s session of the Senate was a 
speech delivered by Mr. Bacon (Dem.) 
of Georgia, ‘!n support of his resolu- 
tions, declaring that the United States 
would not assume sovereignty over the 
Philippine Islands. Mr. Bacon is one 
of the orators of the Senate, and as he 
gave himself free rein, not confining 
himself to notes, he spoke strongly and 
effectually. His peroration in which he 
pictured the horrors of some of Eng- 
jland’s methods of controlling her colo- 
nial subjects was a beautiful and force- 
ful bit of word painting. 

Following Mr. Bacon's speech, the 
Nicaragua Canal Bill was taken up and 
remained under discussion until 6 
o’clock. Amendment after amendment 
was voted down, and until almost the 
last minute it seemed likely that a 
vote on the measure would be reached, 
but just as a final vote was about to be 
called for Mr. Allison (Rep.) of lowa ex- 
ploded a bomb under the bill by offering 
an amendment providing that the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury should issue 
bonds to raise money with which to 
construct the canal. 

Mr. Bacon spoke for an hour and a 


half. 

Mr. White (Dem.) of California gave 
notice that on Monday next he would 
address the Senate on the Vest anti- 
expansion resoluton. 

The Nicaragua Canal Bill was laid 
before the Senate, and the substitute 
for the pending measure offered yes- 
terday by Mr. Caffery of Louisiana was 
read. 

Mr. Caffery addressed the Senate in 
support of the substitute. 

Mr. White advocated the passage of 
the pending bill, although he favoreg 
the elimination of the Maritime Canal’ 
Company from the project. 

Mr. Caffery, after addressing the 
Senate the second time under the fif- 
feen-minute rule, offered another 
amendment to his substitute, with a 
view of obtaining the floor again, but 
he was ruled out of order. He then 
entered a motion to indefinitely post- 
pone the Morgan Bill, and upon that 
motion addressed the Senate. 

Mr. Thurston of Nebraska announced 
that he would vote for the substitute 
offered by Mr. Caffery, because he be- 
lieved the United States ought to con- 
struct the canal without reference to 
anybody else, but in the event of the 
failure of the substitute he would sup- 
port the Morgan Bill. He thought the 
canal ought to be built, and character- 
ized it as the one great national neces- 

sity of our times. ° 
In advocating thes Morgan Bill, Mr. 
Hawley of Connecticut said the canal 
must be built; that it was an absolute 
necessity to our present civilization. 

Mr. Hoar said the canal ought to be 
built and built forthwith by this gov- 
@rnment. He desired to put the ques- 
tion in the hands of the President. 

Mr. Rawlins of Utah opposed the 
Morgan Bill, be@ause if constructed 
the canal would be of no miltiary or 
naval advantage to the United States 
- under the provision of the bill. 

Mr. Caffery then withdrew his mo- 
tion for the indefinite postponement of 
the Morgan Bill. 

Mr. Morgan then moved to lay the 
Caffery substitute on the table. The

HAWAIIAN CABLE. 


The Committee on Interstate and For- 
eign Commerce had the right-of-way in 
the House today and succeeded in pass- 
ing quite a number of bills of minor 
importance, most of which authorized 
the construction of lighthouses, fog 
signals, etc. Then the bill to grant the 
Facific Cable Company's subsidy of 
$100,000 a year for twenty years for the 
construction and operation of a cable 
was called up, and a very spirited de- 
bate, which consumed the remainder of 
the day, followed. 

The opposition was headed by Mr. 
Corliss (Dem.,) of Michigan, who aad- 
vocated the construction of a govern- 
ment cable. No conclusion was reached 
at the Hour of adjournment, and as the 
special .order under which the House 
was operating, the day expired with 
the ‘adjournment, and as objection was 
made to fixing another day for its con- 
sideration, it goes over indefinitely un- 
til the committee can get another day, 
or until a special order is adopted. 

Mr. Bennett (Rep.,) of New York, in 
support of the bil); reviewed the con- 
test over the Pacific cable. The commit- 
tee, after a long investigation, he said, 
had decided that the strongest company 
should construct this much-needed ca- 
ble. The Pacific Cable Company will be 
incorporated under the laws of New 
York, with a capital stock of $10,000,000. 
The men who were behind it controlled 
the Mexican cable and other cable 
lines. They had built 14,000 miles of ca- 
ble. Asked who the directors of the 
company were, he replied that they 
were the president of the Mexican Ca- 
ble Company, Mr. Scrymser, Edward L. 
Bailey, J. Pierpont Morgan, J. K. Tod 
and Georgé S. Baldwin. He did not 


Mr. Bailey asked If this company was 
not seeking a subsidy for the company 
from Japan. 

Mr. Bennett replied that it was, but 
he denied the statement of Mr. Bailey 
that the subsidies would pay the in- 
terest on enough money to constmact 
the cable. Its cost, he said, would be 
$10,000,000. 

In reply to questions, Mr. Bennett: 
said that neither the Postmaster-Gen- |

“It seems to be a legislative contract 
wiht a few wealthy New York gentle- 
men,” interrupted Mr. Dockery (Dem.,) 
of Missouri, ‘‘to give them a monopoly 
of the Pacific Cable business.”’

“Gen. Swayne is responsible for that 
statement.”’ said Mr. Lewis. 

“Gen. Swayne has opposed this com- 
pany,” replied Mr. Bennett. “He is 
more prejudiced against this company 
than I am against any company he is 
interested in. I want to see the cable 
built and operated by an American 
company.” 

Mr. Bennett said the cost of the cable 
to Honolulu would be about $2,500,000, 
the annual cost of maintenance $50,000, 
but provision must be made out of the 
surplus earnings for repairs and renew- 
als, the average life of a cable being 
about twenty years. The cost beyond 
Honolulu would be about $1000 a mile 
for construction. 

Mr. Shafroth (Sil. Rep.) of Colorado 
asked why bids were not advertised for 
and the contract given to the lowest 
bidder. 

Mr. Bennett replied that the commit- 
tee thought best to give the contract to 
@& responsible company. and had de- 
cided upon the Pacific Cable Company. 

Mr. Heburn, in support of the bill, 
said that the theory upon which it was 
framed was to enlist American capital 
in this enterprise. All the money the 
government was now expending went 
to foreign companies. To and from 
Manila we are paying $1.85 a word to 
one company and $1.10 to another. 

Mr. Shafroth wanted to know what 
objection there would be to allowing 
competition. 

Mr. Hepburn said there was no other 
American company which would ac- 
cept the terms of this bill. He did not 
think the government itself should em- 
bark in this enterprise. There was only 
one project in which he believed there 
should be government ownership, the 
Nicaragua Canal. That was a gigantic 
enterprise, beyond the power of pri- 
vate enterprise. 

Mr. Corliss (Rep.) of Michigan, who 
was a member of the committee that 
reported the bill, opposed it vigorously. 
He charged that the subsidy granted 
by this government, in this bill, $2,000,- 
000 in total amount, would construct 
the cable. President Scrymser was now 
at work trying to get a subsidy from 
Japan. The company was a gigantic 
monopoly. It has been seeking sub- 
sidies from, Congress for fifteen years. 
He believed in a government cable. One 
of the chief elements of. England's 
strength, he said, was the fact that 
she pushed her lines of communication 
around the world. 

The government had already gone 
into the business. Under the directian 
of the War Department, we were now 
engaged in laying 2200 miles of cable 
in the Philippines. He produced a con- 
tract which, he said, was made be- 
tween the Hawaiian republic, July 2, 
1898, a month before Hawaii was an- 
nexed, and President Scrysmer, giving 
the Pacific Cable Company an absolute 
monopoly of landing cables in that isl- 
and for twenty years. 
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f ana obtainéd this contract just before 


sovereignty was transferred. But Pres- 
ident Dole, he said, had insisted upon 
1 provision to the effect that this con- 
tract should rot te tinding if the Amer- 
icon State Department should, within 
six months express its disapproval of 
the contract. Mr. Corliss said he had 
personally seen, the Secretary of State 
about the matter, and he announced 
that prior to January 2, 1899, Secretary 
Hay had declared his disapproval, and 
the contract was, therefore, void. 
[Applause. 

Speaking of the necessity of cable 
communication in time of war, he spoke 
of the fact that Dewey had been obliged 
as & military act to cut the Manila 
cable. It was cut for months. 

“How much do you suppose we will 
have to pay for interrupting cable com- 
munication?” he asked. ‘I dare not tell 
you, the sum is so large, but I will say 
that we were paying during the war 
$2000 a day in cablé tolls.” 

Mr. Corliss said he would offer a sub- 
stitute measure for the construction of 
a government cable to Hewali, and the 
Fhilippine Islands. 

Mr. Hepburn replied brieflv to some 
cf Mr. Corliss’s statements. He thought 
the provisions of the bill, guarded as 
they were, better than embarkation on 
ae untried field of government owner- 
ship. 

Without action, the committee rose. 
Mr. Hepburn attempted to get unani- 
mous consent for resuming considera- 
tion of the bill next Tuesday, but Mr.

FIFTY-FIFTH CONGRESS. 
CLOSING SESSION. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—SENATE.— 
The chaplain, in his invocation, re- 
ferred feelingly to the death of John 
Russell Young, librarian of Congress.

Mr. Perkins of California, called up 
the resolutions providing the admission 
to the Naval Academv as students 
Ricardo Igilec!as ot Costa Rica and 
ag Venezuela Monleya, of Colom- 


Mr. Gear, of lowa, moved to amend 
the resolution with reference to young 
Iglesias by adding the name of Oscur 
Deignan of Iowa, one of the Merrimac 
heroes, but later, at’ the request of sev- 
eral Senators, withdrew the amend- 
ment. Both resolutions were adopted. 

A bill defining the jurisdiction of the 
circuits courts of the United S‘ates in 
certain cases was passed. 

Mr. Bacon of Georgia, then cailed 
up his anti-expansion resolution and 
spoke. He said in part: 

“Of all the great powers of the earth, 
the government of the Unites States 
is the only one that contends for the 
right of people in self-government. 
When they abandon in practice this 
principle, when they impose their do- 
minion on an unwilling people in the 
majestic march of frée institutions, the 
hand upon the great dial of the clock 
of the world will have been set back 
a years. 

“It is incredible, nay, impossible, that 
the liberty-loving peomle of those United 
States will consent’ that by rower 
of.arms the dominion of this goverr- 
ment shall be enforced upon a people 
who have owed us no allegiance—who 
are strugrling to be free.’ 

Mr. Bacon quoted from the speech of 
Senator Foraker the statement that it 
was not the purpose to hold the Phil- 
ippines parmanently and said: “I am 
especially glad to have the assurance 
of the distinguished Senator that of his 
own knowledge the position thus stated 
by him is the position of the Presij- 
dent of the United States. If that 
position can be assured as the one 
which this government will take and 
adhere to, there will be little differ- 
ence or contention between us. The 
resolutions which I have introduced, 
and the adoption of which I am now 
advocating agree substantially with 
the position announced by the Senatur 
from Ohio. 

“I am most deeply impressed with 
the importance of the prompt an- 
nouncement by this government of the 
declaration contained in these reso- 
lutions, that the United States does 
not intend to establish its dominion 
over the Philippine Islands. 

“One good result from such a declar- 
ation will in my opinion be the prompt 
conclusion of all questions growing 
out of the war with Spain. 

“Another and more important result 
will be a most embarrassing situa- 
tion in the Philippine Islands. 

“It is not to be hoped that the Filip- 
inos, who were fighting for their free- 


dom before we declared war against” 


Spain, will surrender their country 
to the United States without a strug- 
gle. Every report we receive shows 
that they will not doso. If there should 
come a llision, if there should be a 
battle between the Americans and Fil- 
ipinos, it would be a fearful shock fur 
us to realize that a war undertaken 
for of Cuba had been 
converte nto one to subju 
Philippines.”’ — 

Mr. Bacon then’ entered upon an 
argument against the annexation of 
distant territory with a dense popu- 
lation of an alien and inferior race. 

Mr. Bacon made an earnest argument 
against war. 

“As war is the greatest curse of a 
nation,” he said, “so is peace its most 
priceless possession.” 

He concluded by urging that the 
American people had enough to do in 
developing their own country, which, 
exclusive of Alaska, was ample for a 
population of 300,000,000, and develop- 
ing our own _ resources, there was 
enough to task the energies and in- 
spire the hopes of our people for cen- 
turies to come. 


HOUSE PROCEEDINGS.

ONLY ONE CHANCE, 


Peace Treaty May Yet Be Ratified at 
Once—The Plan. 
[B¥ DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] There is one chance for rat- 
ification of the peace treaty at once, 
and from the present outlook, only one. 
Many members of the opposition who 
do not want an extra session and who 
will be satisfied with the declaration of 
the policy, have within the past, two 
days got together, and are now in § 
of an agreement. 

Their plan, which partakes of those 
of Bacon; Hoar and Gorman, is to have 
passed by the Senate a resolution de- 
claring it is the policy of the United 
States to give to the people of the Phil- 
ippines a republic; that it is contrary to 
the Constitution for the United States 
to hold a colony of peoples unwilling to 
be governed by it; that a State should 
be erected so far from the seat of gov- 
ernment, and, as soon as the people of 
the islands have shown themselves cap- 
able of self-government, the forces of 
this nation shall be withdrawn. 

This is hard to crystallize into the form 
and wording of such a resolution, an@ 
is what is making the trouble now. Once 
this is done, however, there will be no 
difficulty in having the pronouncement 
passed. Of course the men who are back 
of the plan know that their action is 
without any force as to future Con- 
gresses. They realize that if in the fu- 
ture there should be any demand upon 
the part of the Filipinos to be taken un- 
der the government of this country, an- 
other Congress could readily pass such 
laws, but desire it to have Congress on 
record, as it is in the case of Cuba. It 
is. in other words, to put the_Philip- 
-pines on all fours with Cuba, that this 
declaration is intended 

Such a resolution, to he effective in 
any way, would have to pass the House, 
and there is every reason to believe that 
this will be done as soon as the resoli- 
tion reaches the lower body from the 
Senate. 

Senator Martin of Virginia, who is 
one of the leaders in the fight against 
ratification of the treaty in its present 
form, said today in case there was such 
a declaration of policy as is here out- 
lined, it would take only a few hours 
for ratification of the treaty. Others of 
the opposing body say they desire to 
have the war over, and if there is a 
clear defining of the position on the 
part of the nation, they will not seek 
to change the treaty, though if this is 
not done they would feel bound to take 
action. There will be a further con- 
ference tomorrow, and the whole affair 
may take definite form within a week.

GRACE-CRAGIN-EYRE. 


House Committee on Commerce Gives 
the Syndicate a Hearing. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REVORT.] 
WASINGTON, Jan. 18.—What is 
known as the Grace-Cragin-Eyre syndi- | 
cate organized to construct the Nica- 
ragua Canal, had a hearing today be- 
fore the House Committee on Com- 
merce. The syndicate was represented 
by Edward F. Cragin of Chicago, who 
has been one of the nost active figures 
in the organization, Col. David McClure 
of New York, attorney for the syndi- 
cate, and Frank Washburn, consulting 
engineer. Col. McClure made the open- 
ing statement, showing the standing of 
the syndicate, by reading a list of the 
financiers constituting it. The list in- 
cluded Messrs. John Jacob Astor, Levi 
P. Morton, Robert Goelet, Bill R. Grace, 
John D. Crimmons, John A. McCall, E. 
R. Landue, Warner Miller, W. B. Sloan 
and many others prominent in banking 
and financial circles. ‘The gentlemen, 
Col. McClure stated, had not enbarked 
on any sentimental project; they had 
examined into the entire question from 
a strictly business standpoint. They 
were satisfied with the practicability of 
an isthmuian water-way, and believed 
that the concession of Nicaragua to the 
Canal Company was 


under the terms of the concession of 
October 9 next. They determined there- | 
fore to take up the matter where it 
was likely to be left when the old con- 
cessions end. With this end in view 
the syndicate had gone to Nicaragua 
and secured a vontract for a concession 
which was to come into existence in 
October, when the old concession termi- 
nated. 
Chairman Hepburn asked if the gov- 
ernment of Nicaragua could not, prior 
to the termination of the old concession, 
renew it for a further term. Col. Mc- 
Clure declared that this could not be 
done, and he pointed out from article 
41 of the contract with the Nicaragua 
government, that the new syndicate 
was to have exclusive rights. Mr. 
Stewart asked if this was not a viola- 
tion of the terms of the old concession, 
which provided for a renewal. Col. 
McClure did not consider it a violation, 
as he said the spirit of the old conces- 
sion was that work should progress 
steadily. But the officers of the old 
company conceded, he said, that no 
work had been done since 1893, and, in 
fact, no work had been done since 
‘Mr. Cragin close 
a brief statement as to the attitude 
of Nicaragua. He said he spoke with 
written authority from the President 
of Nicaragua, who wished to have the 
position of that country understood. It 
had been held, after a consultation be- 
tween the President of Nicaragua and 
the members of his Supreme Court, that 
old concessions had been cancelled by 
the failure to comply with items i 
the work of construction.

SMOOTH HARRY THE VALET. 


Scientific European Jewelry Thief 
Goes Up Seven Years. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. 


LONDON, Jan. 18.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] Johnson, alias Harry the Valet, 
who is considered to be one of the 
cleverest jewelry thieves in Europe 
and who was arrested in London No- 
vember 26, with a man named Lippman, 
having in their possession a consid- 
erable quantity of jewelry stole from 
the Dowager Duchess of Sutherland 
early in October, last, on board a train 
running between Paris and Calais, was 
sentenced today to seven years penal 
servitude. 

“Harry the Valet” pleaded guilty to 
stealing the Duchess of Sutherland's 
jewels, and the judge postponed sen- 
tence to enable him to inform the po- 
lice as to what became of the bulk of 
the jewels, of which only £800 worth 
of £25,000 worth of jewelry, contained 
in the stolen satchel, was recovered. 
The prisoner, however, informed the 
judge that he would not betray his 
companions if he got a life sentence. 

He also boasted that he had made 
twenty bigger “hauls’’ than in the case 
of the Sutherland jewels, and claimed 
to have reduced robbery to a science, 
making it his business to know every- 
body of wealth and consequence in Eu- 
rope. The police showed that “Harry 
the Valet’ lost several thousand pounds 
in one week at a Soho gambling club, 
that he had the most lordly tastes 
and lived in great style at a West 
End hotel. He was betrayed in the 
Sutherland affair by a former actress, 
to whom he was apparently devoted.

Workmen Building an Artificial 


Water Nearly Lost Their Lives. 
Factories Down the River in 
Danger—Recent Heavy Rains the 
Cause. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
CLEVELAND (0O.,) Jan. 18.—About 
1:15 o'clock this morning a dam under 
the Wilson-avenue bridge gave way. 


thirty feet deep. The break in the 
dam has already allowed torrents of 
water to pour down on the flats below 
it. The property loss is already large, 
and if the entire dam gives way, which 
seems inevitable, it will be enormous. 
Along the line whence the flood, if it 
comes, must flow, are the big plants 
of the Standard Oil Company, the 
Cleveland paper mills, the Flick 
Slaughter-house and other manufactur- 
ing plants. There are but few people 
living in the track of the flood, and 
these were all warned, and have 
sought safety on higher ground. 

The cause of the flood is the recent 
heavy rains, the melting snow from 
the hillsides, and a pond .of several 


miles up the gully have added their 
quota of water. At 3 o'clock the right 
pier of the bridge fell, and the whole 
structure may go at any moment. No 
loss of life as yet. A large force of po- 
lice and firemen are at the scene. 

The Wilson-avenue. bridge is a struc- 
ture 700. feet long, and has been built 
for a few months. It cost $350,000. The 
break in the dam, which was an un- 
substantial mass of earth occurred 
while thirty men were at work in the 
artificial canal being sunk by the city 
engineers to allow the pent-up water to 
find a gradual and safe outlet. These 
men escaped with not one second to 
spare. They were twenty-five feet be- 
low the summit of the dam, laboring 
by the glow of a few incandescent 
lights, when their foreman suddenly 
called to them to run for their lives. 
Most of them being foreigners and 
slow to understand English, but very 
few knew what the command meant. 
Some did not at first show any signs 
of heeding it, and were literally dragged 
away. 

The last man had scarcely left the 
trench before a ghty torrent of 
water swept down over the trench with 
a terrific roar, carrying everything be- 
fore it. A big force of men were at 
once put to work making embankments 
in order to hold the waters in check as 
much as possible. A number of fac- 
tories and manufacturing plants below 
the dam have suffered to some extent 
from the flood, but no great damage 
to these have occurred so far. 

The north end of the Wilson-avenue 
bridge has been moved from its founda- 
tion half an inch, and engineers have 
given up hope of saving the structure. 
Five of its piers have crumbled away 
and sunk below the surface of the 
water. The stone abutments on the op- 
posite side of the dam, on the west side 
of the bitidge, were at the very brink at 
10 o'clock. The earth is slowly but 
surely giving way on all sides. ' 

- A terrific collapse of the earth on the 
south side of the dam near the abut- 
ments occurred early, carrying away 
wfifteen feet of earth, and several tele- 
graph poles along with it. A few mo- 
‘nents later the water umdermined an 
embankment 150 feet high and fifty feet 
in area, sweeping it down with the rag- 
ing flood.

BROWN A TARTAR. 


When the committee met again, 
James P. Brown of the Wave was 
“called, though Speaker Wright and 
Assemblyman Raw volunteered to tes- 
tify. In Brown the committee caught 
a Tartar. He was a willing witness, 

t somehoW or other the committee's 
‘corkscrew process failed to draw any- 
thing out of him. He said he was in- 
- terested in Grant’s campaign as a 
” friend. He assisted Grant with his ad- 
‘vice which was of a general character. 
‘He. knew nothing about what money 
was expended. In reply to Melick’s 
question, he said he had received some 
money himself, it didn’t amount to 
$1000, which he had expended in hotel 
bills, traveling expenses, etc., more of 
it going to the Wave for its editorial 
support. 

He had made a trip to New York 
and a couple of trips to Los Angeles. 
Asked by Melick if he had called on 
any member of the Legislature in the 
latter city, he replied that he had called 
on Bulla. He raised a laugh by saying, 
in reply to the question, that he had 
given Bulla no money. He had given 
no legislator money. Melick tried to 
establish that Brown had had certain 
conversations with him (Melick,) but 
the only thing Brown would admit was 
that he had told Melick that any man 
who thought Bulla could be elected was 
fit only for the home for feeble-minded. 

He explained how the Wave came to 
‘take action in regard to a Senator for 
the South, saying that it was based on 
replies to 120 letters written to news- 
papers south of the Tehachepi. Green 
had asked him to assist as advisor. 
They went over a list of available men 
in the South and picked Grant. They 
had always figured that they would 
have Burns to beat. Chairman Cosper 
tried to get from him some statement 
as to the use of improper influence by 
Burns, but Brown said all kinds of 
rumors had been furnished by “strik- 
ers”? who wanted to borro:~ a half-dol- 
lar. He could not help the committee 
discover any wrong-doing now, but 
might later on, and this also in respect 
to other candidates. 

Burnétt insisted on hearing more, and 
Brown said there was talk about the 
large number of people brought up 
from Los Angeles to the dragoon dele- 
gation. He thought their expenses must 
be $500 or $600 a day. He understood 
a namesake of his (ex-Secretary of 
State L. H. Brown) was sending for 
members of the Legislature and intimi- 
dating them not to vote for Crant, 
telling them Gage wouldn't give them 
patronage, and they would not get 
their bills through. The chairman di- 
rected that a subpoena issue for the 
other Brown. 

Asked if J. F. Kelly was on Grant’s 
pay roll he said there was no pay roll. 
In reply to Burnett, Brown said he 
went twice to Los Angeles. He went 
once to see L. E. Mosher of The Times 
to argue for Grant. The Times after- 
ward gave its support*to’ the cause 
without exacting a dollar of compen- 
sation or promise of any kind from 
him (Brown) or from Grant. The only 
arguments he used were those that 
one man might use with a friend. 

In New York he saw Gen. Hubbard, 
who said the railroad wouldn't use 
money to elect or defeat any mem- 
ber of the California Legislature. He 
also saw Senator Elkins, who spoke 
kindly of Mr. Grant, remembering him 
as a little boy. Mr. Grant wanted him 
to go and see Elkins, and see if the 
latter could assist him in any way. 
Elkins had expressed a willingness, but 
said he did not see how he could be 
of help. 

GREEN AGAIN REFUSES. 


Green was recalled, and told of the 
decision of the Assembly that he must 
answer the questions. The questions 
were again put to him, and he re- 
plied. ‘“‘For reasons given this morn- 
ing I decline to answer.” Melick asked 
him what induced Grant to sign the 
check for $750 for a loan for Wright. 
He replied that he had shown Grant 
Wright’s letter and told him he thought 
it all right. He denied that he ever had 
shown a. list of those who would vote 
for Grant to Leake or Wright, for there 
never was such a list. 

Sanford wanted to know what Grant 
was doing in Mendocino county in 
May. Green said it was part of the 
campaign. He had told Grant he could 
do more for himself by traveling 
through the State than in any other 
way. He was very cordially received 
wherever he went. He offered to heip 
pay the expenses of McNab (Repub- 
lican candidate,) but the latter was un- 
willing to risk it. He never asked 
him to vote for Grant. He did not 
know for certain that money was sent 
into that district, though the Grant 
managers were perfectly willing to as- 
sist in electing a Republican Legis- 
Jature. 

Melick insisted that the admission 
had been made that money had been 
put into Mendocino county and wanted 
-to know who got it. Under pressure 
Green finally acknowledged that his 
cousin, Miss Levin, a clerk in his law 
office, had sent at his direction. $250 in 
two separate instances to a gentleman 
in Mendocino county, but he did not 
want to give the latter’s name without 
his permission, and asked for time to 
secure it. 

Sanford was not disposed to give 
time, but the remainder of the com- 
mittee were more complaisant. Melick 
wanted to know if any money had been 
placed in the Seventh Congress District. 
He would like to locate a sack in his 
district. Green said no money had been 
sent to his knowlege. Mr. Grant had 
friends in Southern California. He said 
there were at least ten members into 
whose districts money had been sent, 
but they don’t know it even now. Bur- 
nétt here demanded that a subpoena 
be issued for Miss Adelaide Levin. 

The Republican members of the com- 
mittee were not disposed to drag that 
lady into the case, if they could do 
without her, and Green put a quietus 
an the proposition by quoting a section 
of the code preventing a clerk or 
stenographer from giving testimony 
without the consent of principal. Green 
here stated his position anew. It was 
out of consideration for gentlemen who 
are friends of Mr. Grant and of some 
who were not for him that he refused 
to answer the questions. He had been, 
he said, a party to nothing wrong. 
Green's answer was taken in some 
quarters to mean that he would protect 
legislators in districts, where contribu- 
tions had been made to funds against 
any publication of the fact, and the in- 


ference was drawn that they would 
reciprocate by refusing to punish him 
for contempt. Sanford asked him what 
he called the proper use of funds. Green 
replied public meetings, printing of 
cards, traveling expense for candidates, 
speakers, workers at polls, etc. In re- 
gard to a “pay roll,” he said there were 
some gentlemen whom they did not ex- 
pect to give up their business to work 
for Grant without remuneration, but 
neither himself nor Brown had accepted 
or would accept a cent for their serv- 
ices, and he was not seeking an office. 

Melick was interested in knowing 
how “sad-eyed” Kelly got into’ the 
fight, and Green said Geb. Grant had 
sent Kelly to California when the lat- 
ter was dying of consumption ‘and got 
him a position. He and his friend, 
Jim Rea; were of the original Grant 
men. The only time when Kelly had 
a chance to show his gratitude was 
when the Los Angeles Times had pro- 
posed Grant for a delegate to the St. 
Louis convention. Kelly sent a tele- 
gram to Col. Otis of The Times saying 
that Santa Clara had 23 votes for 
Grant. 

Melick asked how much money had 
been given Kelly. Green said he did 
not believe he had given Kelly as 
much as $500, and he did not think he 
ever requested Mr. Grant to give him 
anything. Melick was persistent and 
Wanted to know if it was as much as 
95000, $4000 or $3000. Green said he 
really did not know. Kelly went south 
to help Grant's fight, and may have 
had transportation, as under law 
members of the railroad commission 
are furnished transportation. Melick 
inguived about headquarters said to 
be fitted up at No. 911 L street. 

Green said S. F. Kelly, John C. 
Cline. Charles S. Hardy and Jim Kelly 
rented a furnished flat, and had 
roomed there together. He was not 
aware they had invited legislators 
there. Replying to Melick, Green said 
Kelly’s last mission to Los Angeles was 
to see The Times about the Senatorial 
Situation. Kelly was not sent by his 
direction noe by Mr. Bacon’s. He went 
to enlist the support of the Los An- 
geles Times, the leading Republican 
journal of Southern California, for 
Grant, 

He thought Kelly wrote back that 
The Times would support Grant. The 
reasons for The Times’ support were 
that it was very anxious to secure 
the election of a Southern California 
man’ for the Senate; it believed that 
Grant ‘had more influence than any 
other man; that his long residence in 
Washington and long acquaintance 
with public affairs made him the best 
man for the Senate. 

Melick wanted to know if Kelly took 
the list of Grant voters down to Mr. 
Mosher. Green said there was no list. 
Melick moved that the report be made 
to the House tomorrow that Green still 
lefused to answer certain questions. 
The motion carried, and after Green 
had explained that he was was not re- 
fusing to answer the questions because 
they would reflect on Mr. Grant in the 
remotest degree, but that it was a mat- 
ter of honor with him, and he needed 
no time for reflection. The committee 
took a recess until 7:50 p.«n. 

ANDERSON AND WRIGHT. 

aut the evening session Speaker Pro 
Tem Anderson and Speaker Wright 
were the chief witnesses, and both were 
expected to give important testimony, 
from Melick’s point of view. Amderson 
said a friend of his, Raymond Benja- 
min, came to his office direct from 
Creen, and offered him 300 or $500 tuo 
assist in his campa‘gn, if he wanted ‘it. 
Anderson said he told Benjamin tha? ne 
was not accepting money from Green 
or anybody else in his canvass. 

A week later Green left a card, ask- 
ing him to call and see him. He did so. 
Mr. Grant was in the outer office. Green 
called him into the other office, asked 
about his campaign, said he knew he 
was very friendly to Perkins, who 
wanted Grant for Senator, and wound 
up by opening a drawer and handing 
out a handful of $20 gold pieces; there 
must have been about $500, which he 
offered Anderson to assist in his cam- 
paign. Anderson refused it. His un- 
derstanding was that it was offered to 
induce him to vote for Grant. 

Speaker Wright's testimony was 
largely devoted to the flat contradic- 
tion of the Call's article on which he 
has based his $250,000 libel suit, and if 
Wright told the truth tonight Editor 
Sam Leake must be a perjurer of the 
deepest dye. Wright told how he had 
met Grant for the first time wnder the 
auspices Of Green, whom he had known 
intimately for several years. When 
Wright was making his fight in Ala- 
meda county, Greeh met him on a boat 
one day and said that if he needed 
any assistance to let him (Green) know. 

“I asked, ‘Does it involve the Sena- 
torial question?’ and he answered: ‘Not 
at all: I'm interested in the success of 
the Republican ticket.’ Wright- said 
he didn’t know as he could accept, but 
a few days later told Green that if 
it did not affect his vote on the Sena- 
torship, he would accept proffered aid. 
“I got $500 at one time,” he said, “and 
$400 at another, which I expended on 
an army of workers, carriages, adver- 
tising, etc. None of the $900 was ex- 
pended after primaries. I did not know 
at that time to whom the money be- 
longed.” 

He thought Grant's methods all 
right. for the knew Perkins had as- 
sisted in the same manner in the State 
campaign, and prior to that Perkins 
and Felton spent $1500 apiece in his 
district alone. Cosper tried to put in 
the witness’s mouth a suggestion that 
Green was using money to influence 
votes, but Attorney Bacon interposed 
a fiery protest against such disregard 
of the rules of evidence, and Wright 
tried to pour oil on the troubled waters 
by saying that he did not believe Mr. 
Grant had made any improper use of 
money. 

Cosper replied to Bacon's objections 
to his course of procedure by saying that 
the committee couldn’t be intimidated. 
After some further prodding, Cosper 
put a question to which Bacon again 
made objection and succeeded in hav- 
ing it stricken out. Wright considered 
the $900 made under the circumstances 
to be a gift and he had never consid- 
ered -whether he would repay it. The 
$750 has not yet been paid, but he pro- 
posed to repay it. 

Wright devoted some attention to 
Leake, and told of interviews had be- 
fore the Call came out for him for 
speaker. The first effort of Leake to 
control his (Wright’s) course was 
about a week before’ the _ session 
opened, when Leake met him with a 
telegram from San Diego, and said: “I 
don’t want you to put that s— pb— 
Works on any committee. He's going 
to introduce a bill that affects Spreck- 
els’s interests, wharves and things, at 
San Diego.” 

Wright told him he wes not going 
to let his committee annointmants he 


wut ane dissentine vote, 


dictated by corporations or newspapers. 
Later Leake asked him not to put’ 
Crowder of San Diego on the Committee 
on Public Building. 

Wright said numerous men promi- 
nent in Republican councils in Sacra- 
mento warned him against ‘Slippery 
Sam,” or “Rubber-footed Sam,” as 
Leake was known. He portrayed in 
biting language Leake threatening to 
destroy the candidacies of Grant and 
Burns, and said Leake declared that 
he could destroy Grant because that 
candidate had paid money for Sena- 
tor Cutter, Raw, Jilson and himself 
(Wright.) Wright denied most of the 
Statements in the Call and those made 
by Leake on the stand, and cleared 
away for the time being much of the 
odium hanging over him. 

BENJAMIN’S STORY. 

Raymond Benjamin of Vallejo, when 
called, did not make a very strong 
Story of the facts out of which 
Speaker Pro Tem Anderson wove the 
sensation of the evening, saying that 
his whole statement tg Anderson con- 
sisted of repeating a conversation he 
had had with Green. Nothing what- 
ever was said to him, he declared, to 
indicate that he was to get money 
from Green to give to Anderson for the 
latter to put into his pocket. . 

Green also was put on the stand at 
his own request, and denied that he 
offered assistance to Anderson in re- 
turn for a vote for Grant. He had of- 
fered Anderson $250 unconditionally to 
help his campaign, but Anderson said 
he would come to see him later, which 
he did not do. Melick moved that 
Green be required to be at the bar of 
the Assembly at 10 a.m. tomorrow, and 
this most notable hearing in a notable 
campaign came to an end for the time 
being. 

VOTING WAS TAME. 

The voting today was tame, though 
Grant polled his highest strength, 28, 
on the first ballot. Only two ballots 
were had, Sieve White still getting 
the Democratic votes with two excep- 
tions. C. E. WASHBURN.

ABORIGINE JUSTICE. 


Mouse Ear, Jr., the Executioner of 
His Own Father. 
(RY DIRECr WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

SALT LAKE (Utah,) Jan. 18.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] The details of a thrill- 
ing story of aborigine justice on the 
Moapa reservation, Lincoln county, 
Nev., have just reached here. It ap- 
pears that ‘Rats,’ a sub-chief, quar- 
reled with his squaw, who left him and 
went to the wickieup of Mouse Ear.

The formal delivery of the new offi- 
ces was made yesterday to Messrs, Ca- 
pote, Des Venine and Vanez by Cols. 
Dudley, Bliss and Dunwoody, respec- 
tively. The offices transferred are the 
Department of Government, Depart- 
ment of Finance and Department of 
Agriculture, Industry, Commerce and 
Public Works. 

The Havana Council will take up the 
auestion of education, sewers and other 
municipal subjects, by committees, pat- 
terned on the American plan, which will 
submit completed ideas to Gen. Ludlow 
who will reject or approve of them. 
Where the money is to come from is 


* @ question which will require a speedy 


answer. If new works are to be started, 
the customs duties and taxes must be 
sufficient to meet the pay rolls. The 
administration up to the present has 
reduced them in some ways and in- 
creased them in others, especially the 
police and sanitation taxes. Bonds prob- 
ably will be issued for both municipal 
and island purposes.

WHAT GEN, WOOD SAYS. 


Address on Conditions as He Finds 
Them in Caba,. 
[A. FARLY MORNING REVORT.] 


NEW YORK, Jan. 18.—Gen. Leonard 
Wood, military Governor of Santiago, 
Was the guest of honor at a dinner 
given by the Union League Club last 
night. Among those present) were 
Gen. Stewart L. Woodford, Capt. Rob- 
ley D. Evans, Gen. Wallace f{tan- 
dolph, Gen. M. C. Butler, Gen. Ben- 
jamin F. Tracy and John Addison 
Porter. Gen. Wood received a_ very 
hearty greeting when he was intro- 
duced. In speaking of Cuba and the 
Cubans, he said: 

“Whatever has been done in Cuba, 
has been done not only for the Cubans 
but for the United States. We have 
gone down to that island for the pur- 
pose of giving those people liberty, and 


it is my experience that they have 
demonstrated, thus far at any rate, 
that they are quite capabie of ap- 


preciating what we can do, and their 
cesponse to such liberty as has been 
presented to them has been very quick. 
Of course, we have got to remember 
that down there we are dealing with 
a people who, for a good many gen- 
erations, have had very little voice in 
the public affairs, and their whole dis- 
position has been reversed by a Sys- 
tem which has compelled deceit and 
dishonesty, and subterfuge in every 
department of life. When we went 
there in July, we found things in 
pretty bad shape, and the unfortunate 
misunderstanding between our people 
and the Cubans left our army and the 
Cuban army somewhat at oods. 

“Phere certainly was a good deal of 
feeling on both sides, and the prob- 
lem when the old army withdrew, and 
the new one came in, was a little 
difficult. as there was a good deal of 
sickness and a good deal of distress, 
in fact. more than I have’ thought 
possible in any country, and there was 
a good deal said of the distress on 
both sides. but we started in by hav- 
ing no secret service of any kind, 
shape or description. Then everything 
that was down there was an oper 
book. 

“T have tried to draw the army out 
of the situation at the earliest possible 
day, and tried to impress upon the 
people that the first thing they had to 
do down there was to learn to govern 
themselves. and that the underlying 
principle of self-government was thor- 
ough respect for aivil law, and that 
we did not want any lawlessness. We 
had the army there-only as a balance 
of power to overcome any lawlessness. 

“All the public smelters were filled 
by representative Cubans without ex- 
ception. I found it of advantage to 
have committee, the nominating 
commission I called it, changed often, 
and suddenly, so that they might not 
be subject to corruption. , There has 
been a good deal which, from our 
standpoint, was not satisfactory, and 
which I think could be attributed to 
the fact that those there hardly have 
got in the way of trusting themselves, 
but the perfectly open policy that we 
have pursued has disarmed them to 
a certain extent, and today, as far as 
I know, the respect for the ‘American 
and the American people and 
American good faith is all right. 


GOVERNMENT OUTLINED. 
[ARSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—Gen. Leon- 
ard Wood military commander of the de- 
partment of Santiago was before the 
Senate Committee on Military Affairs 
today. He gave a detailed account of 
his operations in the province and 
in the city of Santiago, and also gave 
his estimate of the military force neces- 
sary to maintain order in the island, On 
the latter point, he expressed the opin- 
ion that for some time the 7500 men 
now in the province of Santiago should 
be continued, but that after a time 5000 
would be sufficient for the service. He 
considered, however, that a military 
force would be necessary to the main- 
tenance of order for some years, and 
said it should be sufficient to effectually 
and quickly check any trouble before 
it could gain headway. This remark 
applied to the island as a whole, and he 
thought as many as 50,000 troops should 
be stationed throughout Cuba. With 
proper precaution and tact he did 
not anticipate trouble, and he believed 
the insurgent forces would rapidly dis- 
integrate in all parts of the island. 
Santiago has been a great stronghold 
of the Cuban insurgents under Gar- 
cia, but they had now practically dis- 
banded. 

Outlining his mode of governing the 
province, he said he had made no ap- 
pointments to office except on the rec- 
ommendations of Cubans, and that he 
had in all cases put them upon their 
honor in making such recommenda- 
tions. He had shown absolute trust 
in them in all matters, going among 
them always unarmed and leaving the 
books of the administration always 
open to their inspection. He had Cu- 
bans in all departments and his pri- 
vate secretary had at one time been 
a member of Gomez's staff. Thus they 
always knew how their money had been 
expended, and knew just what he was 
doing as their Governor. 

Gen. Wood said that his first ef- 
fort had been to encourage the people 
of all the towns to establish self- 
government, and he had been especially 
zealous in having them Aglect their 
local. officers, open schools amd estab- 
lish courts, build roads, etc., and in 
cases where they. did not. have the 
money for these purposes he had aided 
them by making contributions from 
the general fund. This system was 
entirely different from the old one under 
Spanish rule,-when all the collections 
were forwarded to Havana and never 
came back, only 16 per cent. of the 
revenue being devoted to local uses. 
He had found the people especially 
jealous of their rights in this respect 
and the recent public meetings and 
protests against sending their reve- 
nues to Havana were due to this feel- 
ing. 


GEN. WHITTIER’S VIEWS. 


Will Be Easy to Settle. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 
NEW YORK, Jan. 18.—Gen Charles 
A. Whittier, who returned recently 
from Manila, says: 
“Nothing in the world is easier of 
settlement than the situation in the 
Philippines. It could be _ settled in 
three days.”’ 
Gen. Whittier went to Manila with 
Gen. Merritt, and there served as 
collector until the end of October.. He 
returned by way -of Paris, and on his 
arrival in this country recently his 
first duty was to make his report to 
the officials.in Washington. This done, 
he now feels that he is sufficiently 
freed from official obligations to speak 
of affairs in the Philippines. His po- 
sition there gave him ample oppor- 
tunity for observing the conditions in 
the islands, 
“In the first place,’’ Gen. Whittier 
said, ‘there i6 a igno- 
rance of the wealth of the 
Philippines and the character of the 
Filipinos. The natives are not igno- 
rant; they are not savages. They are 
adept at manufactures and as acount- 
ants, marines and railroad operatives. 


They are quiet, most temperate, and

itary affairs. 

“With firmness, accompanied by dli- 
plomacy and tact, I think it the sim- 
.plest matter. possible to bring them 
under our control. We may give them 
offices of minor importance, both mil- 
jtary and civil, and try the experiment 
for whatever number of years may be 
necessary until thes develop their ca- 
pacity for governing, and we can then 
be guided by that. 

“IT saw Aguinaldo on October 27, three 
days before: leaving Manila. He said 
his people were about equally divided, 
one-half favoring absolute independ- 
ence, the other half favoring an Amer- 
ican protectorate. TI said to him, in 
reply to those favoring independénce: 
‘The fact is, it must be the wish of 
all of you to develop the country. To 


do this, roads must be built on scien- 
tifie principles; railroads must be 
constructed; 


Sanitation will be neces- 
sary. You have no money or credit, 
you have no navy. The islands are so 
rich a prize that, apart from quar- 
rels and schisms between the different 
tribes, foreigners are most likely to 
take from you portions of the posses- 
sions from time to time.’ 

“Aguinaldo replied: . civilized 
world would never permit such a thing.’ 
To which I returned: ‘How has it been 
with China, where England, Russia, 
France and Germany are striving at all 
times to take parts of the country?’ He 
had no answer for this. A confidential 
friend of Aguinaldo, Buen Camino, 
joined the conference at this point, and, 
after talking a while with Aguinaldo, 
expressed very strongly his opinion 
that the two could move their people 
to the acceptance of a_ protectorate. 
Aguinaldo and Buen Camino added ex- 
pressions of pleasure at my visit, as 
they felt they had been neglected and 
rather given the cold shoulder by 
Americans since the day after the fall 
of Manila, when they were assured of 
our friendship. 

“My view is that after the signing of 
the treaty in Paris, communication 
should have been established with them 
and I have no doubt that an under- 
standing could have been arrived at 
with no impairment of our dignity and 
with no suggestion that we were going 
to give up the islands, at least, for the 
present.” 

Asked his opinion of the appointment 
by President McKinley of the commis- 
sion to investigate the condition in the 
Philippines, Gen. Whittier replied: “I 
think it is a most excellent thing. Ina 
letter to the Secretary of State, written 
last September, I recommended that 
such a commission be sent there to 
study and report under the conditions 
political, social and material of all the 
islands, and later in my testimony be- 
fore the Peace Commission, in Paris, I 
made a similar recomendation. I then 
suggested that a bureau of science with 
the ablest chief and staff to be obtained, 
should at once be established to com- 
prephend the departments of geology, 
zoblogy, botany and ethnology, and also 
a land and forestry commission, or a 
department of land surveys and works. 
The present commission seems to fulfill 
these requirements. 

“It might readily be adapted to the 
British colonial system, and it would he 
easy to determine which of the many 
forms might be advantageously 
adopted. The British colonial empire 
has forty digtinct and independent gov- 
ernments. Of these, eleven have elec- 
tive assemblies and responsible govern- 
ments. The remaining twenty-nine are 
divided into many classes. In any form 
of government under a protectorate, it 
would be of advantage probably to 
make one of the native leaders a com- 
missary of natives. In this or any 
event the Governor-general alone, or 


with the commission should: have abso- 
lute power.”’ 


LAST FLEET OF TRANSPORTS. 


Ships Will Sail from San Francisco 
in About a Week. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 18.—The last 
fleet of transports for Manila will sail 
from this port in a week or ten days. 

The Scandia, Morgan City, Senator, 
Ohio and Centennial, will all leave 
within a day or two of each other. The 
Twentieth Infantry will go on the 
Scandia and Morgan City, the 
Third and Twenty-second Infantry Reg- 
iments on the Ohio and Senator. The 
Centennial, which is expected in from 
Seattle on Sunday, will carry to Manila 
a load of army freight, which is now 
waiting for her. The Senator and Ohio 
will be ready for sea again about the 
26th inst. The Scandia, if possible, will 
be ready on the date promised, the

DEPEW HONORED. 


Senator-elect Made a Splendid 
Speech at the Dinner. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 


NEW YORK, Jan. 18.—Senator-elect 
Chauncey M. Depew was honored to- 
night by a dinner at the Republican 
Club, of which he is president. One 
hundred members were present. In the 
course of his speech Mr. Depew said: 

‘The issues presented by the victories 
of our army and navy are too grave 
and far-reaching for discussion tonight, 
but I am convinced that the first duty 
of the Senate is to ratify the treaty 
of peace with Spain. Let the treaty be 
ratified, let diplomatic relations be re- 
sumed between Spain and the United 
States, then the patriotism, the wisdom 
and the statesmanship of our country 
will adjust our relations to these new 
possessions and formulate government 
for them. I do not share the appre- 
hension entertained by many people for 
whose judgment I have the profoundest 
respect. 

“The unsurpassed mineral-and agri- 
cultural opportunities of our Pacific 
Slope are only partially developed be- 
cause of distance from Europe and 
eastern markets, but with China open 
to us, with our foothold in the Philip- 
pines and midway Hawaii, there will 
come to the golden coast a new birth 
for its farms and its mills which will 
add incalculably to the wealth, em- 


ployment and population of the Pacific 
Coast.”’ 


Alesia Sighted Off Kinsale. 

QUEENSTOWN, Jan. 18.—The Ger- 
man steamer Alesia, of the Hamburg- 
American line, which sailed from Ham- 
burg on December 27 for Boston, was 
sighted off Kinsale today, and signalled 
that her rudder was damaged, and that 
the vessel was working very badly. 
The captain asked that a tug and a 
pilot be sent to the assistance of the 
steamer, and these were subsequently 
dispatched from this port. A south- 
west gale is blowing.

Accampanied by Family and Staff, 
Committee Meets the Military 
Party — Everywhere Received 
With Enthusiasm.

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 18.—After an 
absence of nine months, Maj.-Gen.

Mayor James D. Phelan headed a 
delegation of citizens who met the in- 
coming ferryboat, and after formally 
welcoming Gen. Shafter, escorted him 
to the Palace Hotel, where he ws re- 
ceived by Gen. Merriam, who has been 
commanding the Departments of Co- 
lumbia and California, and whom he 
will relieve at noon tomorrow of the re- 
sponsibilities of the California depart- 
ment. Gen. Shafter was everywhere re- 
ceived with enthusiasm. 


DAVE MILLER DISCHARGED. 


Proofs not in Accordance With the 
Complaint Against Him, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 
STOCKTON, Jan. 18.—The prelimin- 
ary trial of Dave Miller, charged with 
obtaining goods from the California 
Navigation and Improvement Company, 
resulted in his being discharged from 
custody.

MINERS AND OPERATORS. 
Interstate Convention Opened at 
Pittsburgh. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

PITTSBURGH, Jan. 18.—The miners 
went into executive session imme- 
diately on assembling today to con- 
sider the report of the Scale Commit-- 
tee. The discussion continued until 1 
o’clook, when recess was taken for 
lunch. According to one of the mem- 
bers, the committee reported for a 
general run of mine system and fixed 
the rate at 50 cents a ton, an increase 
of a fraction over 7 cents a ton. The 
present rate for a digging cun of mine 
coal is 42 2-3 cents a ton. It was also 
to fix the rate for coal passing 
over an inoh and a quarter screen at 
76 cents, or 10 cents a ton more than 
the present rate. 

A material change was reported in 
the difference as to machine and pick 
mining. The committee favored bas- 
ing the price for machine-mined coal 
on the rate in Illinois, and fixing 7 
cents a ton as the differential between 
pick and machine mining. The rate in 
the other States to correspond  ac- 
cording to the present existing ait. 
ferentials, which were arranged on ac- 
count of the various conditiong in the 
different coal fields. This wou] make 
the differential on the Pittsburgh dis- 
tnict about 15 cents, instead of 17 cents. 
The eight-hour clause was also. re- 
ported favorably by the committee. 

Previous to the opening of the con- 
vention a general meeting of operators 
was held at the Monongahela House, 
and a scale formulated for presenta- 
tion at the joint convention. The meet- 
ing was behind closed doors, and the 
operators refuse to give any informa- 
tion. The general sentiment, however, 
was in favor of a reduction in the 
price of mining, and against the eight- 
hour day. At 2 o’clock the convention 
opened. There was a full attendance 
of operators and minors. 


LABOR AND CAPITAL. 


Syllabus of, the Suab-Commission on 
Agriculture Made Public. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—The sub- 
Committee on Agriculture and Agri- 
cultural Labor of the Industrial Com- 
mission, has made public its syllabus 
of the topical plan of inquiry on the 
condition of capital and labor employed 
in these pursuits. This plan is divided 
into three general heads, viz: Labor em. 
ployed, capital employed, and remedial 
legislation. Under the general head of 
each are questions on which the sub- 
‘committee desires information. They 
embrace fifty in all, and thoroughly 
cover the field, which the sub-commis- 
sion has in hand.

CORN EXHIBIT. 
Steps Taken Toward Making an Im- 
portant One at Paris. 
[A. P. BARLY MORNING REPORT.) 

SPRINGFIELD -Jan, 18.—The 
Legislature vill Le asked to make a 
liberal appropriation to aid in main- 
taining a corn exhibit at the Paris 
Exposition. “Col. Clark E. Carr of 
Jalesburg, president, and B. W. Snow 
of Chicago, secretary of the American 
Maize Propaganda, are here conferring 
with members on the subject. The pur- 
pose of this organization is to bring to 
the attention of the world the value of 
Indian corn as food for man. The prop- 
aganda has obtained satisfactory con- 
cessiqns from Commissioner Peck, and 
will have a restaurant and corn kitchen 
in the United States building at Paris. 

Of the appropriation by Congress of 
$650,000, only $75,000 is set apart for all 
agricultural products of the country, in- 
cluding horticulture and the beverages. 
It has been found that the proportion 
of this amount that can be set apart for 
Indian corn will be very meager, and 
the maize propaganda has therefore de- 
cided to ask aid in the way of appro- 
priations from the great corn produc- 
ing States of Illinois, Indiana, Missouri, 
Iowa, Kansas and Nebraska. It has 
not been decided how much Illinois will 
be asked to contribute. 

Col. Carr was greatly impressed when 
he went to Copenhagen, as United 
States Minister, by the fact that there 
was not a pound of Indian corn meal in 
all Scandinavia. Through efforts put 
forth by him and Col. Murphy, Commis- 
sioner of the Department of Agricul- 
ture, the consumption of Indian corn 
meal has been so extended that 5000 
bushels were exported to Denmark last 
year. 


GETTING THE WAR NEWS. 


Col. Diehl Tellwe Something About It. 
Capts. Evans and Taylor. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 

NEW YORK, Jan. 18.—The Yonkers 
Board of Trade held its fourth annual 
dinner at the Hollywood Inn tonight. 
It was a war banquet. The principal 


speakers were Capts. Robley D. Evans 


and H. C. Taylor, who commanded 
the Iowa and Indiana during the war, 
and Col. Charles 8. Diehl, assistant 
general manager of the Associated 
Press, who was in. general charge of 
that association's war news services 
in and around Cuba. 

Col. Diehl, in responding to the 
toast, “The Newspaper Fleet in’ the 
War.” told of the work of getting the 
news from the front. He said that 
the difficulties presented at the outset 
were really very great. It was known 
that the cable communication with 
Cuba would be cut off, and the news 
managers would be forced to contrive 
a new method. Dispatch boats had 
never before been used for such pur- 
poses. The innovation was tried, and 
aside from this one man was put on 
each of the flagships by permission of 
the government, There were fifteen 
dispatch boats cruising from Santiago 
to Jamaica and Hayti..

FEELING AMONG THE FACTIONS IN 
PENNSYLVANIA INTENSE.

Depew, Burrows, Davis, Rawley,

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 

HARRISBURG (Pa.,) Jan. 18.—The 
feeling between the candidates, their 
managers and their followers in the 
great battle for United States Senator 
has been intensified by the rulings of 
Lieut.-Gov. Gobin at today’s joint as- 
sembly of the Senate and House. 

Mr. Gobin refused to entertain an 
appeal from his decision excluding a 
series of rules regulating the procedure 
of the conference, and declaring the 
Assembly adjourned when three- 
fourths of the Senators and members 
voted otherwise. The anti-Quay Re- 
publicans and Democrats were  hur- 
Tiedly called together, after the ses- 
sion adjourned, by Senator William 
Flynn of Allegheney (Rep.,) chairman 
of the anti-Quay organization in the 
Assembly. The roll call showed 145 
Senators and Representatives present. 
Of these five Republicans who voted 
for Quay participated in the meeting, 
and indicated their sympathy with the 
movement. 

A committee of seven was appointed 
to.prepare a series of resolutions to 
be submitted to an adjourned meeting 
which was held this evening in the hall 
of the House of Representatives. The 
hall of the House was crowded with 
legislators and politicians the 
night meeting was called to order by 
Chairman Bliss. Mr. Flynn presented 
the report. It recites the excluded 
rules and the right to prescribe such, 
dediaring that the presiding officer’s 
action violated all rules and precedents, 
and resolves, “That, as the joint As- 
sembly has the undoubted right’ to 
govern its own procedure and to elect 
or change a presiding officer at pleas- 
ure. the same rules be offered at to- 
morrow’s meeting of the joint Assem- 
bly and their consideration prior to 
any ballot for United States Senator.”’ 

This report is signed by nineteen 
Senators and 120 Representatives, four 
more than attended the day meeting. 

In explaining the resolution Mr. Flynn 
said there was no law or constitu- 
tional mandate that allows the Leuten- 
ant-Governor to preside at a joint as- 
sembly of the Senate and House to elect 
a United States Senator; it was simply 
a matter of courtesy. 

The report was adopted, and copids 
were distributed among the Senators 
and members for signatures.

NEW POLICE RULES. 
Chief Glase Trying to Increase the 
Efficiency of the Force. 

Chief Glass has signalized his reap- 
pointment as head of the police depart- 
ment by promulgating some new rules, 
which are already bearing good fruit. 
Two general orders were issued on Jan- 
uary 16, which went into immediate ef- 
fect. The first of these provides that 
patrol drivers shall remain in the base- 
ment of the Central Station, and shall 
have charge of that portion of the 
building, They shall oversee and man- 
age in person the engine-room and 
Stables, and shall look after the sani- 
tary condition of the same. They shall 
also water and feed their teams, and 
not depend upon the services of the 
“trusties’”’ for this duty. 

This banishment of the patrol drivers 
to the lower regiions has been accepted 
with good grace by the incumbents, 
Officers Stites and McKenzie. Instead 
of spending their leisure time in the 
breezy corridor upstairs, they now have 
comfortable quarters all to themselves 
in the basement, where they can keep 
warm and dry and pass the time quietly 
in reading when not otherwise engaged. 
Their duties have not been materially 
increased by the order, as the same 
work practically devolved upon. them 
before they were sent below. They still 
have “trustees’’ to assist them in doing 
the stable work and firing the engine. 
The principal advantage secured by the 
new order is that it leaves the base- 
ment of the jail always in charge of a 
responsible officer, whose business it is 
to see that nothing goes wrong. For- 
merly it was possible for mischief- 
‘nakers, if they had been so minded, to 
walk into the basement at almost any 
hour of the night and carry away or 
damage property. As a matter of fact, 
a good many tools and other things 
have bean stolefi from the engine-room 
as the result of neglect in the past to 
have some one on guard in the base- 
ment. 

General order No. 2 instructs al]! ser- 
geants to order their men to report in 
the assembly-rocen at least thirty min- 
utes before the time for going out on 
their regular watches for the purpose 
of receiving orders and being furnished 
with information concerning thefts and 
burglaries previously commtited on 
their beats and reported at the office, 
memoranda of which they will be re- 
quired to enter in books to be carried 
by them, in order that they may give 
intelligent information to those entitled 
to the same. Patrolmnen will also be 
held responsible for all infractions of 
the law occurring On their beats. 

Since this order has gone into effect 
the officers of the various watches at- 
tend ‘school’ regularly in the “sky 
parlor’ before going out On their beats. 
The sergeant in command acts as in- 
structor, and the men are required to 
copy descriptions of all stolen property 
reported and make notes of persons 
wanted by the police. The utility of 
this system was shown Tuesday night, 
when Officer Conley recovered a stolen 
bicycle and Officer Sheets a gold watch 
from descriptions furnished them as 
they went on duty for the night. In 
the case of the ‘bicycle, Conley did not 
catch the thief, as he broke and ran 
when the officer accosted him, and Con- 
ley, encumbered by his heavy coat and 
boots, was not good enough a sprinter 
to overtake him. Sheets, however, cap- 
tured the man who stole the watch. In 
each case the property was recovered 
only a few hours after it was reported 
to the police. 

The Chief is aiming to bring the force 
up to the highest possible degree of 
efficiency, with the material at hand. 
He iooks impatiently forward to- the 
time when he will be assisted in this by 
a signal system. 


BIG BORAX COMBINE. | 


Includes All Important Companies 
in the World. 
{A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 


NEW YORK, Jan. 18.—The Herald 
says all the important companies in 
the world which are engaged in the 
production of borax and boracic acid 
have joined in a combination. This or- 
ganization includes the owners of the 
main deposits of borax, and extends 
thr\ugh the many States of England, 
Fratiice and South America. Announce- 
ment will be made in London of the 
details of the new company, which will 
be known as the Borax Consolidated, 
‘Limited. 

The leading constituent companies 
are the Pacific Borax and Redwood 
Chemical Company, the Borax Com- 
pany of England, the Societe Lyon- 
naise of France, and the various South 
American companies, which are chiefly 
engaged in supplying the raw material 
to European refiners. There will be 
seven companies in the combination. 

Under the plan proposed the capital 
stock will amount to _ $7,000,000, and 
there will be an issue of $5,000,000 of 
bonds. In this country there had al- 
ready been a combination of the two 
chief companies—the Pacific and the 
Redwood. The Redwood was origi- 
nally an English concern. The English 
output of borax ten years ago was 10,- 
000,000 pounds, the deposit of Borax 
Lake being one of the richest ever dis- 
covered.

HANNON MINORS SUE THE SOUTH- 
ERN PACIFICO FOR DAMAGES, 


An Eastern Visitor Ejected from the 
Train Now Claims Damages from 
the Southern California 
Rallway. 


A complaint will be sworn to this 
morning by Health Officer Powers 
against Dr. Schmitz, who will be 
charged with violating the law which 
requires immediate notification of the 
health department of all contagious 
diseases which may come under any 
physician’s notice. The alleged viola- 
tion of the law on the part of Dr. 
Schmitz consists in his having failed 
to promptly report a case of small- 


pox. 

Owing to the fact that the city’s 
supply of vacine points has been used 
up in the thousands of vaccinations 
that have been made during the last 
week, and because of the refusal of cer- 
tain physicians to issue certificates of 
vaccination until the results of the 
vacinations are known, it is probable 
that the time limit placed on the mat- 
ter which expires Monday, will he 
extended. 

At a special session of the City Coun- 
cil yesterday morning the city entered 
into written contracts with the mem- 
bers of the Board of Consulting En- 
gineers for their services in the water 
arbitration, and the litigation which is 
expected to follow. 

The board of arbitrators have ad- 
journed until Friday on account of the 
inability of one of the attorneys to 
continue the work. The time will be 
devoted to the preparation of tables of 
estimates which will result in a saving 
of time to the city. 

A number of years ago the Southern 
Pacific Railway Company brought a 
condemnation suit against Mrs. Cath- 
erine Hannon, to have condemned a 
strip of her land needed for straight- 
ening a curve in the Santa Monica 
line, close to the city limits. The land 
was condemned, the jury assessing the 
damage at $4600, which amount was 
paid. Now the minor children have 
brought suit to recover damages, as 
they were not made defendants to the 
first suit. Inasmuch as the property 
was homesteaded. before any the 
children were born, their rights in 
the premises have first to be deter- 
mined. 

Mrs. Proctor came to Los Angeles 
from Cincinnati in September( 1897, 
on a first-class, round-trip ticket, and 
upon returning east in the February 
followine had her ticket confiscated 
while traveling on the Southern Cali- 
fornia road, she being ejected from the 
train at Pasadena.

WILL PROSECUTE HIM. 


HEALTH OFFICER POWERS TO PRO. 
CEED AGAINST A PHYSICIAN. 


Probability of an Extension of Time 
in Which to Complete Vaccina- 
tions—Special Council Meeting. 
Semsion of the Fire Commis- 
sioners. 


Health Officer L. M. Powers, acting 
under advice given him by members 
of the Board of Health and City At- 
torney and with the approval of the 
Mayor, will this morning swear to a 
complaint’ against Dr. John Schmitz, 
whose office is on Main street, near 
Thirty-second, charging him with a vio- 
lation of the law which requires that 
all cases of contagious diseases shall 
be reported to the Health Office as soon 
as possible by the physician attending 
them. This action on the part of Dr. 
Powers was not decided upon until he 
had made an investigation of the mat- 
ter, and after securing what he con- 
siders sufficient evidence to justify an 
attempt to prosecute the physician, he 
laid the case before the members of 
the Board of Health. They, upon the 
showing made by Dr. Powers, unhesi- 
tatingly advieed that a prosecution be 
instituted, and advised a consultation 
with the City Attorney. Yesterday 
morning Dr. Powers told City Attorney 
Haas of the case, and the latter at 
once advised that a complaint be sworn 
to. This will be done this morning, 
and the first real test of the law on 
the subject will be made. 

The case in which the alleged viola- 
tion of the law is said to have been 
committed, is that the doctor failed 
to report a case of smallpox until ten 
days after he had first been called to 
attend the case. The smallpox case 
was that of the boy named Haegerman 
whose home is on San Pedro street, 
near Seventh. It was not until Mon- 
day that Dr. Schmitz reported to the 
Health Office that such a case existed,

POSTPONEMENT PROBABLE, 


Vaccinations. 

The time limit within which the 
Board of Education has decreed that 
all school children in the city must 
be vaccinated or excluded from the 
schools will probably have to be ex- 
tended. The limit, accordng to the no- 
tice issued on the 13th inst. by Super- 
intendent Foshay, will expire on the 
23rd inst., next Monday, unless it is ex- 
tended. Several reasons have been ad- 
vanced why it will be necessary that 
more time be granted the children in 
which to comply with the orders of the 
board and with the law. One very im- 
portant reason is that many of the phy- 
sicians of the city have used all the vac- 
cine points they had, and may now 
find it impossible to procure a fresh 
supply. Two physicians called at the 
Health Office yesterday afternoon and 
inquired whether the department had 
any of the points, and on being in- 
formed that the supply there was lim- 
ited to a very few points, they stated 
that they had visited every large drug 
store in the city and had been informed 
that the supply of vaccine points had 
been used up. One of the physicians 
stood at the Health Office telephone and 
called up all the prominent drug houses 
inquiring for points, and the answer he 
received from each of them was that 
all their supply had been used up. 

Anticipating just sith a condition of 


telegraphed to San Francisco yesterday 
morning for a supply of the ints, in- 
structing the wholesale hou there to 
ship them by express at once, and ex- 
plaining the necessity for immediate 
shipment. One of the druggists re- 
ceived a reply that the goods had been 
sent yesterday afternoon, and _ they 
should reach here today, but that or- 
der was only a small amount compared 
with what will be needed before the 
end of the week. 

The confusion in the minds of some 
of the instructors in the pubic schools 
over the vaccination order has been 
surprising considering the clear marner 
in which the orders were given. One 
teacher was reported yesterday as hav- 
ing told her pupils that they must be 
vaccinated by Friday, when no such 
order has been given by anyboily. An- 
other difficulty which is confronting 
the school authorities in the metter, 
and which may be one of the reasons 
for extending the time if it is extended, 
is that some of the physicians, after 
vaccinating a child, will not issue the 
certficate of vaccination until a suffi- 
cient time has elapsed to determine 
whether the vaccination has been suc- 
cessful, or in common parlance, whether 
the vaccination has “taken” or not. 
They say that the certificates that have 
been issued by the Health Department 
are so worded that by signing them a‘ 
physician states that the person named 
in the certificate has been successfully 
vaccinated, and it will be impossible 
for. them to know whether the vacci- 
nation has been successful until some 
time after the virus has been applied. 

There has been not the slizhtest di- 
minution in the number of inquiries 
at the Board of Education rooms and 
the Health Office as to the way io pro- 
ceed to secure vaccination. No less 
than twenty persons called’ at the 
Health Office yesterday bringing their 
children, supposing that the vaccinatidén 
was being done there. They were told, 
and the health authorities desire that 
every person know, that there is no 
vaccination being done in the Health 
Office. All such applicants are referred 
to the Board of’ Education, and there 
they are told how to proceed. he in- 
formation is simply to go to a physi- 
cian and have the children vaccinated 
and secure from him a certifizate to that 
effect. If the person is unable to secure 
the services of a physizian, the Roard 
of Education has tnade provision for 


such cases any they will be served on 
application.

Consulting Engineers Now Certain 
of Their Salaries. 

The City Council has effectually and 
finally settled any question that could 
possibly arise in the minds of the 
members of the board of consulting en- 
gineers employed by the city in the 
water arbitration, as to their receiving 
their pay for the services they may 
render.

ANOTHER MILK INSPECTION, 


Dairymen Will Test the Milk They 
Sell. 

The health department has been noti- 
fied that it is the intention of the Dairy- 
men’s Association to- begin a series of 
tests of the milk sold by their mem- 
bers and others to private consumers, 
to determine just the condition of the 
milk supply of the city. Whether their 
intention is to keep a check on the 
tests that are made officially by the 
department, and thereby protect them- 
selves has not been stated, but the 
determination to make the tests will 
give to the city the benefit of an im- 
proved milk supply. Unless the samples 
‘to be tested by the association are 
taken at the same time as those se- 
cured for the city tests, the results 
may show a difference, but it will be 
known just what dealers in milk are 
selling an inferior article, and with the 
association working with the health 
department it will be much easier to 
reach this class and to secure prosecu- 
tions for violations of the law.

THE OLD HANNON SUIT REOPENED 
BY THE MINOR CHILDREN. 


A Strip of Land Condemned for the 
Santa Monica Line. but the Chil- 
dren Were not Made Defendants. 
They Now Demand Their Rights. 


An interesting case was tried before 
Judge Clark yesterday. Mary A. Kath- 
erine, William, Johanna, Margaret and 
Henry Francis Hannon, minors, were 
suing, through Catherine Hannon, their 
mother and guardian of their persons 
and estates, the Southern Pacific Rail- 
way Company and the Southern Pa- 
“cific Company for damages. A peculiar 
feature of the case was that counsel 
on both sides stipulated on the facts 
for presentation to the court in order 
that certain points of law might be de- 
termined, and then the mere question 
of the amount of damages will be sub- 
mitted to a jury. 


It is alleged in the complaint filed 
that on February 5, 1894, the plaintiffs 
owned an interest in certain lands in 
the city, beginning at a point on Or- 
ange avenue, and lying contiguous to 
lands owned by the Pacific Improve- 
ment Company. The defendants, on 
or about the date named, cut down 
fifty-one deciduous fruit trees, 161 or- 
ange trees in bearing, and afterward 
used the strip of land for railroad pur- 
poses in changing the route somewhat 
from the city to Santa Monica. ]t is 
alleged that the value of the trees cut 
down was $2000, the value of the land 
appropriated, $5000, and the general 
damage caused by the taking posses- 
sion of the strip, $10,000. For the ag- 
gregate amount of these alleged dam- 
ages, $17,000 is now claimed. . 

But there is another suit lying far 
behind the one now at bar, which has 
a direct bearing upon it, and which 
complicates the matter and raises the 
law points that have first to be dealt 
with. The twenty-two-acre tract in 
question was purchased by one Pat 
Hannon, but, as appeared at the time 
of contest later on, the purchase was 
made just before his marriage, and his 


wife-to-be gave about $400 of 
her own money, and borrowed 
about $1600 from her mother and 
sisters in order that the purchase 


should be made. Shortly after ac- 
quiring possession, Mrs. Catherine 
Hannon homesteaded the property, and 
when her husband died she became 
owner in fee of the tract, which, it 
was averred, was of the value of $20,- 


The Southern Pacific Railway Com- 
pany desired to take the curve out of 
a portion of the Santa Monica line 
close to the city limits, and brought 
condemnation suit against Mrs. Han- 
non, seeking to have condemned a strip 
of land running through the orange or- 
chard. She opposed the claim set up of 
public benefit, and averred that by tak- 
ing the strip of land desired she would 
be damaged to the extent of $10,000; 
that the damage and depreciation in 
value of the land not taken would also 
be $10,000, and the expense attending 
the erection of fences, cattle guards, 
etc., would be $5000. 

When the case was tried the jury as- 
sessed the damages at $4600, and upon 
findings being signed $200 was also al- 
lowed for costs. That might ordinarily 
have been supposed to have been the 
end of the whole matter, but the pres- 
ent suit has been brought on the 
ground that the Hannon children were 
not made parties defendant to the first 
suit, and that their rights were not ad- 
judicated in that proceeding at all.’ On 
the other hand, the interests of the 
minors, considering that a homestead 
had been filed on the land, are a trifle 
complicated. Judge Clark has the case 
now in hand, and when he has decided 
the law of the case, then, if the minors 
have any rights in the premises, the 
rng of damages will be decided by 
a jury.

A TOURIST’S EXPERIENCE. 


A Ticket Taken Up and a Lady De- 
prived of Her Name. 

Mrs. Rose Proctor arrived in Southern 
California in the fall of 1897 from Cin- 
cinnati, O., and while here had a quite 
exciting and decidedly unpleasant ex- 
perience, which she recites in the com- 
plaint she filed yesterday against- the 
Southern California Railway Company. 

The plaintiff alleges that she pur- 
chased at Covington, Ky., in Septem- 
ber, 1897, a first-class, round-trip ticket 
from Cincinnati to Los Angeles and 
return. She arrived in this city all 
right, after having traveled on her 
ticket without objection having been 
raised en route. On February 9 the 
plaintiff left La Grande Station, on 
train No. 2, belonging to the defendant 
company, for Barstow, and before 
reaching Pasadena Conductor H. C. 
Brown came around and asked to see 
her ticket. He then demanded that she 
should write her name on the pad he 
offered her for the purpose. She did so, 
and then Brown told her that she had 
bought her ticket in Los Angeles, and 
that she would either have to get off 
the car or pay her fare, mean time re- 
taining possesion of the ticket in dis- 
pute. Mrs. Proctor avers that she ex- 
plained where and under what circum- 
stances she had purchased her ticket, 
but the obdurate Brown sarcastically 
told her that she couldn't fool him; that 
her name waen't Proctor at all, and 
_— she’d have to get off or pay her 
are. 

At Pasadena Mrs. Proctor left the 
train perforce. First, because the fare 
from Pasadena to Cincinnati was $120, 
and she did not have that much money 
upon her, and, secondly, because she 
was ordered off and had no option in 
the matter. As she stood on the plat- 
form she had the doubtful satisfaction 
of seeing the train bear her baggage 
away toward the ultimate destination 
of its owner. Now Mrs. Proctor comes 
into court asking $5000 as damages for 
loss of time, personal inconvenience and

Approved and Bonds Accepted. 
At a meeting of the board yesterday 
the bid of the Grimes-Stassforth Sta- 
tionery Company for stationery was re- 
jected, and the clerk was instructed to 
readvertise for bids. The contracts 
and bonds of the Coulter Dry Goods 
Company, for furnishing dry goods:

Kellam, coal; Jacoby, clothing, were 
approved. 

In consideration of a road deed being 
made by the Hammel and Denker es- 
tates to the county, a new road up 
Coldwater Cafion was ordered in place 
of the old one, to which the county 
now relinquishes title. The Hammel 
and Denker estates are permitted to 


lay water pipgs along the road under 
the usual limitations. 


A TREASURY RAID. 


Claims for School Tax Refunds Dis- 
allowed. 

Chief Deputy District Attorney Wil- 
bur is making some drastic changes in 
his department of the District Attor- 
ney’s office, and claims that have here- 
tofore been allowed by the Board of 
Supervisors will in future be rejected 
on Mr. Wilbur’s advice. On Tuesday 
he rejected a line of claims that will 
aggregate a very large amount, and 
yesterday he returned to the board 
without approval the following claims: 
Sarah M. McCracken, $1.59: William B. 
Skillman, $1.62; Cecelia M. Hanna, 99 
cents, and Mary A. Hyatt, $5.70. 

These claims are for the refunding of 
a special school tax levied in the Uni- 
versity school districtsin 1898, the prop- 
erty being in the city of Los Angeles. 
The aggregate amount of the claims 
disallowed is only $9.90, but from cer- 
tain. circumstances it may be inferred 
that an organized raid upon the county 
treasury was planned. The claims put 
in were presented on a specially printed 
form, having the Auditor’s certificate 
printed, excepting the space left for the 
assessment and the amount of the re- 
fund to be inserted. F'rom this alone it 
is to be inferred that a very large num- 
ber of the claims is ready to be pre- 
sented. Mr. Wilbur holds that these 
claims are not a legal charge against 
the county, for the following reasons. 

The tax sought to be recovered is a 
special school tax, and the Supreme 
Court has held that the funds gathered 
in for school purposes are not subject 
to the control of the county, but are 
held in trust merely. Also because pay- 
ment was made voluntarily, no protest 
having been made. 

For the same reasons the claim of F. 
L. Duque for $12.59 for refunding of 
taxes paid under protest for wharf im- 
provement bonds of the disincorporated 
city of Long Beach, was disallowed. Ii 
appeared that the claimant’s property 
was outside the corporate limits at the 
time of the issuance of the bonds, and 
at the time of the disincorporation of 
the municipality, but when Long Beach 
reincorporated it: was included within 
the city limits, and has been taxed for 
the bonds issued without deciding upon 
the legality of the assessment. Mr. 
Wilbur holds that, as in the schoo! 
cases, where the taxeB were levied for 
the benefit of a spectal district, no re- 
covery can be had, and furthermore the 
payment was voluntary, under the rule 
laid down by the Supreme Court.

Miscellaneous Driftwood Thrown 
into the Courts. 

KITTIE CARR’S DAMAGE. Mrs. 
Kittie Carr has sued in the Town- 
ship Court for damages. She has a 
boy, Fred C. Plummer, 14 years of 
age, who ekes out a living for himself 
and gives some help to his mother by 
selling newspapers on the street. On 
the 20th of-ilast August’ Mrs. Carr 
states that her boy was at the corner 
of First and Main streets trying to 
sell his papers at 7:30 o’clock in the 
morning, when a hand truck belonging 
to the Los Angeles Lighting Company 
came by. It was laden heavily with 
tools, and in: passing struck the boy 
on the arm, dislocated his wrist, and 
so injured him that he has’ been sick 
ever since, and has been unable to 
work. By this deprivation of service 
Mrs. Carr says she has suffered, and 
now ‘brings suit against the Los An- 


geles Lighting Company to recover 
$209.99. 


MORPHINE, NOT MADNESS. AlI- 
fredo Guirado was examined yesterday 
before Judge Clark as to his mental 
condition. The patient is a Mexican 
laborer, born in Los Angeles, and 35 
years of age, but speaks English jfer- 
fectly. His father stated that when 
two years old his son received a kick 
on the head from a horse, and ever 
since Alfredo has at times acted 
strangely. About two years ago he 
was committed to Highland as a mor- 
phine fiend, and was released in nine 
months. The patient confessed that he 
had fallem back into the old habit, 


and ordinarily took three shots of the 


drug per day. WWnder the circumstances 
there was no authority to commit 
Guirado, and he was discharged. 


A -HEAVY FORECLOSURE, An or- 
der of foreclosure was made yesterday 
by Judge Trask in the suit of the 
Northern Counties Investment Trust, 
an English corporation, against John 
H. Temple et al., for $12,019.26; this 
amount to be a lien on the lands which 
are situated on the Rancho la Puente, 
beginning at San José Creek, and com- 
prising seventy-five acres, and which 
were ordered foreclosed and sold.

THE WHARF RATES. Thuraday, 
the 26th inst., at 10 o’clock,,g hes been 
set by the Board of Supervisors as the 
time when the wharf rates at San Pe- 
dro will be fixed. For nearly twenty 
years this matter has not teen dealt 
with, but Mr. Wilbur, of the District 
Attorney’s office, has advised the board 
in the premises, and an interesting ses- 
sion is assured. Some of the rf 
corporation officials will be subpoenaed, 
and the whole matter will be threshed 
out. Mean time, however, Mr. Wilbur 
has had circutar letters sent to the. 
several wharf corpocations deman 
ing that they comply with the law. 
Their attention is directed to Section 
530 of the Civil Code, which requires 
that they chall each ‘ile an annual 
report, setting forth in detail cost of 
construction, maintenance, business 
done, divideds declared, etc., and fall- 
ure to file which report a penalty is 
fixed of $200 for the first week, and 
$50 for each week thereafter. 


DOUBLE FORGERY ALLEGED. A 
short time azo Pedro Marquez brought 
suit against F. Hanimaa, in which a 
certain note for $21) cut an important 
figure.

CONTEMPT FOR LAW 


SHOWN BY THE LATE CITY ADMIN-« 
ISTRATION. 


— — 


License Ordinance Was not Enforced 
and it Became a Farce—Frank 
Admissions of a Police Officer. 
Why the Discipline of the Force 
Relaxed. 


Since the change in the city admin- 
istration and the retirement of a Mayor 
who instructed the police to permit 
open violations of law, the lips of po- 
licemen are unsealed, and they do not 
hesitate to discuss the saloon question. 
A member of the force in a place of 
authority said yesterday: “The manner 
in which the liquor ordinance has been 
handled in this city is farcical, and it 
would be silly to pretend that the law 
is observed. The saloons can be closed 
at midnight and kept closed if the 
commission will sustain the police in 
enforcing the law. I will undertake to 
cork ’em all up in less than a week if 
I get orders with no strings on them. 
But I can’t do it if the Mayor and 
commissioners are not behind me. 

“Suppose I had enforced the law dur- 
ing the last administration; you know 
what my finish would have been. We 
did not enforce the law, and it is non- 
sense to pretend that we did. We 
were told not to do so. The law was 
violated under explicit sanction of the 
Mayor. I went to a saloon at 2 o'clock 
one Sunday morning before election, in- 
tending to drive out a noisy crowd, 
close the place and make some arrests, 
but when I looked inside, there was 
the Mavor drinking with his constitu- 
ents, and having a high old time. 

“You may say that an officer should 
perform his duty, even if he has to 
pull the Mayor, but he can’t do that 
and hold his job. When a policeman 
finds the chief magistrate of the city 
setting up drinks for a gang of negro 
prizefighters and harlots in a den de- 
voted to coon dances, craps. and scrap- 
ping matches, he knows that it is no 
time for him to monkey with saloons. 

“The license ordinance is a good deal 
of a farce, anyhow, because it is 
evaded easily under cover of café li- 
censés, arid it does not compel liquor- 
sellers to close their doors, but such as 
it is it can be enforced with reasonable 
thoroughness. 

“The contempt shown for the law by 
city officials during the past two years 
is the cause of such demoralization as 
exists in the police force. Good disci- 
pline and pride of the force cannot be 
looked for among the men when they 
know they are expected to wink at 
certain offenses, cover up the misdoings 
of their superiors in office, and gener- 
ally draw their salaries under false 
pretenses. The policeman who sees 
the law spurned and_ spat upon by 


spect the regulations made for his 
guidance. That is where insubordina- 
tion creeps in. The men are all right 
if handled right and made to feel that 
the laws and regulations are not fakes 
to fool the public, but under such a 
régimé as we have passed through a 
policeman could not retain respect 
either for the commission or for him- 
self. Some men, of course, do what 
they aregtold to do and take no advan- 
tage of Me laxity of law, but it is not 
strange that some of them do take 
advantage of,the opportunity to break 
regulations. The state of affairs does 
not justify, but it does explain the be- 
havior of some members of the force.”°

VACCINATION. 
The order that has gone forth, re- 
quiring all the school children of 
Los Angeles to be vaccinated, has pro- 
voked an outburst of unfavorable com- 
ment and of opposition, which is not 
surprising, as there are many people 
who believe that the practice is not 
only useless, but frequently dangerous. 
Opinions of physicians. themselves 
have changed considerably in regard 
to the merits of vaccination during the 
past twenty years. At first, it was 
regarded as a protection 
for life. Then, it was said to be neces- 
sary to revaccinate about every seven 
years, while today it is popular to 
urge vaceination whenever there is 
something of a scare about smallpox. 
Such being the uncertainty in regard 


that the liberty of the citizen should 
be as little interfered with as possible 
in this respect. To force-a man to 
clean up his backyard is all right, be- 
cause there can be no reasonable ques- 
tion as to the desirability of such a 
proceeding, either now, at any time in 
the past, or at any time in the future; 
but to force a man seo submit—or to 
make his children submit—to a prac- 
tice which in twenty years’ time may 
be as obsolete as bleeding, is quite an- 
other question. It is a noteworthy 
fact, in this. connection, that the Brit- 
ish government, after a bitter and 
protracted controversy lasting over 
many years, has finally been forced to 
succumb to the urgent pressure of pub- 
lic opinion, and has abolished com- 
pulsory vaccination. ; 
There’are other obvious points that 
suggest themselves in this connection. 
As a correspondent of THe Timps, in 
yesterday’s issue, remarks: “Why 
should compulsory vaccination be con- 
fined to school children? Why should 
it‘not be made to include grown peo- 
ple, especially street-car employés, 
business men, and others, who are, ap- 
parently, more liable to infection than 
the children? Then again, if vacci- 
nation is a good thing as a protection 
against smallpox, why not against 
other diseases also, such as cholera 
and yellow fever? It has even been 
proposed, by some enthusiastic ad- 
mirer of the vaccination theory, to 
innoculate against syphilis! 
_ Another point to be considered in 
regard to compulsory vaccination is 
this. If the practice is, as its friends 
claim, a complete protection against 
smallpox, then the family which is 
vaccinated is completely protected, 
and ~ean.be in no danger whatever

“HEW TO THE LINE.”’ 

If the Wright investigation proves 
that any Senatorial candidate or his 
agents have been guilty of using 
money improperly in connection with 
the Senatorial fight, the candidate so 
convicted should not receive another 
legislative vote. The difference be- 
tween the legitimate use of money 
for campaign purposes and its il- 
legitimate use for the purpose of in- 
fluencing votes must be kept in mind 
steadily. Thus far there has been no 
evidence of a positive character show- 
ing a wrongful use of money in be- 
half of any candidate. But the in- 
vestigation is only begun, and its later 
developments will be looked forward 
to with the keenest of interest by the 
public throughout the State. 

As THE TIMES has before said, this 
investigation must be thorough. It 
must be of the ‘most searching char- 
acter and it must be prosecuted with 
impartiality and vigor. The truth of 
the whole matter must be brought to 
light, regardless of any person or per- 
sons who may be injured. No man 
who may be proven guilty of corrupt 
practices in connection with the Sen- 
atorial contest must be permitted to 
escape exposure and punishment, if 
punishment be possible. 

The honor of the State demands the 
utmost thoroughness in this matter 
and the least possible delay in turn- 
ing the searchlight of truth upon the 
dark places.

Vaccination; What Smith Thinks, 


SMITH, Los Angeles: There is a 
point about vaccination, of minor im- 
portance, yet well worthy of the at- 
tention of mothers and daughters; 
one that physicians may scoff at and 
neglect, yet it really does not deserve 
to be ridiculed. Is a womans beau- 
tiful arm, above the elbow the proper 
place to insert the vaccine and pro- 
duce an unsightly scar, lasting through 
life, a reminder of a disagreeable oper- 
ation? A New York actress, whose 
daughter was trained for the stage, 
had the virus inserted on the child's 
leg, instead of her arm, and as @ woman 
of good taste and discretion, she was 
decidedly right. There are many occa~- 
sions on which a fine arm probably 
will be and ought to be seen and ad- 
mired by men and women, and to dis- 
figure it is a kind of profanity. It is 
gafe to say that the ancient Greeks, 
with the reverence for human beauty 
whieh their statuary reveals, would 
never have tolerated a custom which 
so needlessly and vulgarly blemishes 
it.

When 
Jenner discovered the cowpox in Eng- 
land, the world of science hurled an 
avalanche of fame upon his head, but 
when the most scientific school of med- 
icine in the world—that of Paris—pub- 
lished this recipe as a panacea for 
smallpox, it passed unheeded. It is un- 
failing as fate, and conquers in every 
instance. It is harmless when taken by 
a well-person. It will also cure scarlet 
fever. Here is the receipt as I have 
used it and cured my children of scar- 
let fever; here it is as I have uesd it 
to cure smallpox: 

‘Sulphate of zinc, one grain; fox- 
glove (digitalis,) one grain; half a 
teaspoonful of sugar; mix with two 
teaspoonfus of water. When  thor- 
oughly mixed add four ounces of water. 
Take a spoonful every hour. Either dis- 
ease will disappear in twelve hours. For 
a child, smaller doses, according to age.

BELL’S BULLETS. 


HE FIRES TWO OF THEM INTO HIS 
LEFT BREAST, 


But the Powder Lacked Force and 
Bell iv Still in the Land of the 
Living=—Says He Will Do Better 
Next Time. 


James Bell, aged about 40 years, an 
ex-policeman, but lately a teamster in 
the employ of the Street Department, 
yesterday morning made a determined 
but futile effort to cross over the great 
divide which separates the quick from 
the dead. Bell used a cheap 44-caliber 
British bulldog revolver. Going out 
into the back yard at his residence, 
No. 1938 Bay street, he fired two shots 
into his left breast. -~One bullet en- 
tered about two inches above the nip- 
ple, slanted downward and outward, 
and came out on the left side. The bul- 
let remained in his clothes, and was 
picked up on the floor of the Receiving 
Hospital after Bell had been sent to 
the County Hospital. The other bullet 
entered about an inch below the left 
nipple. Striking one of the _ ribs, it 
glanced around and lodged just under 
the skin on the left side, where it was 
cut out by Dr. Ralph Hagan at the Re- 
ceiving Hospital. 

About four years ago, when Bell was 
on the police force, he captured a 
burglar, who was convicted and sen- 
tenced to the penitentiary. Shortly 
afterward Bell began to show symp- 
toms of insanity, asserting that all the 
burglars in town were laying for him, 
watching for an opportunity to take his 
life, and he would carry his pistol in 
his hand in order to be ready for them. 
Several times he rushed across the 
street and shoved his pistol in the face 
of the first man he met, ordering him 
to throw up his hands, and charging 
him with being one of the burglars who 
had sworn to kill him. Bell was con- 
sidered .to be a dangerous man, and 
was committed to Highland, but after 
some months was discharged as cured. 

After his release he returned to Los 
Angeles and became a teamster. While 
his friends and relatives realized that 
he was still mentally unsound, he was 
not considered dangerous until the past 
few weeks. His wife had remained 
faithful to him during all his previous 
troubles, but about six weeks ago, 
through fear for her own safety, she 
went to visit her relatives at St. Louis. 

Bell’s father is lying at the point of 
death at the residence of D. Purcell, 
a brother-in-law of Bell, at No. 737 
Wilson street. His father’s sickness, 
together with his wife’s absence, are 
said to be the principal causes of Bell’s 
present suicidal mania. Some time 
ago he attempted suicide by tak- 
ing poison, but was sent to the 
Receiving Hospital in time to 
save his life. When he recov- 
ered he declared that he was cured of 
the desire to destroy himself, but yes- 
terday he declared that he would finish 
up the job at some future time if he 
recovered from his present wounds. 

On Tuesday evening Bell told L. W. 
Overman, who drives his team, that 
Street Superintendent Drain was lay- 
ing for him with a rifle. Overman 
quieted him and left, and when he 
called for his team yesterday morning 
Bell appeared to be rational. As soon 
as Overman left, however, Bell went 
— into the back yard and shot him- 
self. 

Superintendent of Streets John Drain 
called upon the wounded man during 
the day. Bell shook hands with him 
heartily, and seemed to have forgotten 
all about his hallucination that Drain 
was “laying’’ for him with a loaded 
rifle. In fact, Bell declared that Drain 
was the best friend he had in the world. 

“Take good care of yourself, get 
well as goon as you can, and there will 
be a team ready for you as soon as 
you are able to work,” said Drain. 

“Thank you,” replied Bell. “You 
don’t need to keep any place open for 
me, though, for if I pull through this 
I'll try to kill myself again, with hopes 
for better success next time.”’ 

Tuesday night a man named Spring, 
who lives near Bell’s residence, called 
on Chief of Police Glass, telling him 
that Bell was undoubtedly insane, as 
he had threatened his life. There was 
no reason why Bell should bear him ill- 
will, .but as he felt assured the man 
was not responsible, he age not know 
what the result might Chief Glass 
advised Spring to ets out a lunacy 
complaint against Bell, which he had 
intended doing yesterday morning. 

Bell was sent to the County Hospi- 
tal yesterday afternoon, and as soon as 
he recovers from his self-inflicted 
wounds he will be examined before a 
lunacy commissidn with a view to hav- 
ing him again committed to Highland.

BLOODY REVOLUTION 


WARFARE IN SAMOA OVER THE 
DISPUTED THRONE. 


Malictoa’s Adherents Attacked and 
Defeated by Five Thousand 
Mataafa Followers. 


MANY KILLED AND WOUNDED. 


TOWNS PILLAGED AND BURNED 
AND CROPS RUINED. 


German Consul Trying to Assert 
Considerable Authority—British 
Ship Cleared for Action. 
Many Killed. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


. Jan. 18.—A cable- 

gram to the Call from Aue! nat 
under date of January 17, says tha 
when the Oceanic steamship Alameda 
left Apia on January 12, a revolution 
had broken out on the Samoan Islands, 
and was being waged with much blood- 
shed and great destruction of property. 
The warships Falke and Porpoise, the 
latter in command of Capt. Sturdee, 
were then at the islands, and were 
taking a part in suppressing the ris- 
ae December 31, the Chief Justice 
decided in favor of Malietoa Tanu, 
claiming that Mataafa was barred by 
the treaty of Berlin. On January 1, 
5000 of Mataafa’s followers arose in re- 
bellion and defeated 2000 of Malietoa’s 
men, ambushing them and killing thir- 
teen natives and wounding many. The 
rebels have burned 400 houses, and 
razed the town of Upolu. The bread- 
fruit trees have been cut down in 
many places. The foreigners are unin- 
jured. The crew of the Porpoise is 
guarding the mission as a refuge for 

etoa. 
a7 three consuls have signed a 
proclamation recognizing the Mataafa 
party provisional government, pending 
instructions from the vowers, with 
President Raffel as executive head. 
On the 6th Raffel, Rose concurring, 
proclaimed the Supreme Court closed 
and took possession, declaring him- 
self Chief Justice. He asked Mataafa 
for 500 men and was refused. The Brit- 
ish and American consuls united in @ 
strong protest against the action of 
the president of the municipal council. 

On tle 7th, Capt. Sturdee of the Por- 
poise, and the two consuls, declared 
the action illegal. The Porpoise cleared 
for action, and landed a force of ma- 
rines. This force was unopposed, and 
took possession of the court. Chambers 
was reinstated and the British and 
American flags hoisted over Chambers’s 
house and the courthouse. The pro- 
visional government wrote to Sturdee 
on the 12th, that it would seize Ma- 
lietoa Tanu and take Tamasese off the 
Porpoise by force if necessary, deprive 
them of their titles and desert them. 
Chambers is residing on the Porpoise. 
Falke is inactive. 

The British and American consuls 
have protested against any infringe- 
ment of the Berlin treaty. British resi- 
dents have taken refuge in their Con- 
sulate and the American residents have 
taken refuge in the mission. 


An American warship is urgently 
needed here. 


SITUATION FULL OF GRAVITY, 


Its Seriousness Fully Realized by 
Government at Washington. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—The situa- 
tion in the Samoan Islands is realized 
here to be full of gravity. For some 
time past there has been an exchange of 
correspondence between the three gov- 
ernments, parties to the treaty of Berlin, 
respecting the choice of a successor to 
the late King Malietoa, and some fric- 
tion developed owing to the strict ad- 
herencé of the United States govern- 
enent to the terms of the treaty. The 
statements in the dispatch from Apia 
are not regarded here as conclusive, for 
the reason that they are in conflict 
with the provisions of the treaty. If, 
as reported, Raffel, the president of the 
municipal council at Apia, and the Ger- 
man Consul, Rose, have seized the Su- 
preme Court, and pronounced them- 
selves practically dictators, it is said 
here that they have violated the treaty 
absolutely. The functions of the presi- 
dent of the municipal council are clearly 
defined by the treaty, and the latest Ac- 
vices received here were to the effect 

— President Raffel has been granted 

eave of absence and intended to visit 

Wew Zealand. It was also understood 

that his successor has been elected, and 

it was thought was on his way to his 


post. 

The Chief Justice, under the treaty, is 
made the court of last resort under any 
circumstances, and, moreover, the 
treaty in terms provides distinctly that 
in case of any dispute between the na- 
tives themselves, or between the for- 
eign residents in Samoa, dispute shall 
be referred to the Chief Justice and his 
decision shall be final. The treaty ex- 
presses the idea that this provision is 
to guard against hostile. Outbreaks. 
Therefore it. is scarcely believed here 
that the preSident of the council would 
thus deliberately -violate the plain 
treaty provisions. 

It was known here that the British 
and American consular officers at Apia 
have been acting in accord in the pres- 
ent involved political situation there, 

d although the interests of the United 
States may not be compared with those 
of Germany, yet their rights under the 
treaty are equal, and, it may be stated, 
they will be maintained. 

The report that the three councils 
have joined in a provisional recognition 
of Mataafa could not be reconciled with 
- the open disagreement with the terms 
of the treaty as to the choice of a king 
that such action would involve, the 
power of settling disputes of this char- 
acter being, as already stated, solely 
lodged in the hands of the Chief Jus- 
tice, who, by the way, is in this case an 
‘American. The last advices of the gov- 
ernment here were to the effect that 
the Chief Justice had this particular 
dispute under consideration, it. having 
been regularly referred to him, in ac- 
cordance with the terms of the treaty. 
His decision, in all probability, would 
be regarded as binding by the govern- 
ernment of the United States. 


CONFIRMED AT MELBOURNE. 
[ASSOCIATZD PRESS DAY REPORT.) 


MELBOURNE (Victoria,) Jan. 18.— 
{By Australian Cable.] Advices re- 
ceived here from Samoa today under 
date of January 12, say there has been 
fighting there over the decision of Chief 
Justice Chambers in favor of Malietoa 
Tanu, one of the candidates to the 
throne, in succession to the late King 
Malietoa. It is added that the native 
followers of Mataafa, the rival aspirant 
to the King, were victorious. Seventy. 
three men were killed and wounded.

elected King in succession to the late 
King Malietoa. The Chief Justice also 
announced that Tamasese had _ been 
elected Vice-King. Chief Mataafa was 
disqualified. 

The Consuls of the United States and 
Great’ Britain and. the captains of the 
German warship Falke and the British 
warship Porpoise, met the German Con- 
sul, who refused to recognize Malietoa 
Tanu, and declined to codperate in the 
disposal of the Samoans, who, there- 
upon, assembled in large numbers at 


Mulinu, armed themselves and sur- 
rounded the municipality. Malietoa 
Tanu and Tamesese mustered about 


two thousand men, well armed, but 
supplied with . defective ammunitfon. 
The British and American Consuls en- 
deavored to avert hostilities, but they 
were commenced on January 5. Ma- 
lietoa Tanu and Tamasese fought 
bravely, but 500 of their followers were 
captured. Then, disheartened and out- 
numbered, the two chiefs sought refuge 
on the British warship and their fol- 
lowers sought protection under the 
guns of the Porpoise. Mataafa's loss 
was sixty-one men killed and wounded, 
and Malietoa Tanu lost twelve men 
killed and wounded. 

The foreign residents were placed 
under the protection of detachment 
of men belonging to the British warship 
and Chief Justice Chambers and his 
family went on board of her. 

The followers of Mataafa looted and 
burned Apia, destroying the plantations 
— pillaged considerably in the coun- 
ry 


The Consuls decided to recognize Ma- 
taafa and his chiefs as a provisional 
government, pending the receipt of in- 
structions from the powers. 

Afterward Dr. Raffel and the German 
Consul closed the Supreme Court, de 
claring that the power was vested in 
them. The British and American Con- 
suls then appealed to the captain of 
the British ship Porpoise, who landed a 
force of blue jackets, and Chief Justice 
ae under their guard, took his 
seat. 

Mataafa held aloof from these last 


developments. The excitement contin- 
ues.

OUR RIGHT TO ACQUIRE AND TO 
RETAIN IT.

Able Address on That Subject by 
Charlies A. Gardiner of New 
York—Sovereignty in the People 
and not in the Constitution. 
Dred Scott Decision. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

NEW YORK, Jan. 18.—At the an- 
nual meeting of the New York State 
Bar Association today, an address on 
“Our Right to Acquire and Hold For- 
eign Territory,” was delivered by 
Charles A. Gardiner, counsel for the 
elevated railroads of New York City. 
Following is an abstract: 


Mr. Gardiner began with the follow- 
ing exposition: 

“The sovereign nations of the world 

possess equal rights and equal powers. 
Their equality is perfect, their inde- 
pendence absolute. Between them, na- 
tional constitutions unknown. In ex- 
ternal or international relations, the 
United States is assumed by all other 
sovereignties to possess absolute pow- 
ers unrestrained by constitutional limit- 
ation. That assumptionis correct, based 
on the fundamental canon of the law 
of the nations. The United States may 
ratify its proposed treaty with Spain 
and no other nation has any right to 
question its political or constitutional 
authority to do so.” 
The speaker contended that  sov- 
ereignty exists in the people and not 
in the Constitution, which is merely a 
law made by the people. In internal 
matters of government, powers not 
granted by the Constitution to the 
Federal government are reserved to 
the States. In external matters pow- 
ers not expressly forbidden to the na- 
tional government are to be exercised 
by it. Under the latter head comes 
the question of acquiring territory. 

All problems of expansion, Mr. 
Gardiner said, are political, not judi- 
cial, and therefore not covered by the 
Constitution. Political questions de- 
pend only upon the will of the sover- 
eign. In this case the sovereign is the 
people of the United States, repre- 
sented by the Federal government. The 
government has mot only a right to 
acquire but to dispose of territory. 
The government of territories is not 
constitutional, and in it Congress is 
not limited in any manner whatever. 

Scattered through his address were 
made references to Supreme Court de- 
cisions sustaining the claims he made. 
In reference to the government. of 
Territories he said: 

“Chief Justice Waite said: ‘‘All Terri- 
tories within the jurisdiction of the 
United States, not included in any 
State, must, necessarly, be governed 
by or under the authority of Con- 
gress. . . It has full and com- 
plete legislative authority over the 
people of he Territories, and all the 
departments of the Territorial gov- 
ernments.’ (101 U. 8. 132.) In a later 
case the court decided that ‘In ordain- 
ing government for the Territories, all 
the discretion which belongs to legis- 
lative power is vested in‘ Congress.’ 
(114 U. S. 14.) “The power of Congress 
over the Territories is general and 
plenary,’ said Justice Bradley. (136 U. 
S. 42.) And the court, summarizing 
the whole matter, announced this opin- 
jon through Justice Brewer: ‘A Ter- 
ritory is a political community, organ- 
ized by Congress, all whose powers are 
created by Congress, and all whose 
acts are subject to Congressional su- 


Mr. Gardiner referred to the Dred 
Scott decision, which has been quoted 
as supporting the claim that expansion 
is unconstitutional, and said Justice 
Taney said: “There is certainly no 
power given by the Constitution to the 
Federal government, to establish or 
maintain colonies bordering on the 
United States or at a distance, to be 
ruled and governed at its own pleas- 
ure, nor to enlarge its territorial limits 
in any way except by the admission of 
new States. That power is plainly 
given. . » It has been held to au- 
thorize the acquisition of territory not 
fit for admission at the time, but to be 
admitted.. It is required to be- 
come a State and not to be held as 
colony.’ (19 How, 446, 447.) 

Mr. Gardiner eaid: 

“T am of the opinion that this dec- 
laration is not a dictum, as often con- 
tended, but a vital part of the decision; 
an essential step in an elaborate argu- 
ment; a’ point necessarily involved in 
deciding that the Missouri compromise 
was unconstitutional and Dred: Scott 
a slave and not a citizen. 

“The decision is either law or not 
law. It cannot be valid as to colonies, 
a secondary consideration, and 
invalid as to slavery, a primary 
issue. It must stand or fall as a whole. 
Hence we have thie dilemma: If today 
the Dred Scott decision is law, then the 
13th, 14th and 15th amendments are 
not law: the results of the rebellion 
are nullified; the Missouri compromise 
was unconstitutional; slavery can be 
maintained in‘ell our territories; and 
the negro hae ‘no rights which’ the 
white man is bound to respect.’ (19 
How, 407.) This dilemma has been 
overlooked. 

Mr. Gardiner went on to a@Ssert that 
the laws of the United States do not 
apply to any territory not in posses- 
sion of the government when they were.

DON'T LIKE VIRUS. 


ANTI-COMPULSORY VACCINATION 
MEETING HELD AT MUSIC HALL. 


actions Disagree as to Object of 
the Meeting, but Committecs are 
Appointed to Wait on the Boards 
of Edueation and Health and 
the Legislature — Anti-Vaccina- 
tion Society in Prospect. 


A movement was put on foot at Mu- 
sic Hall last night to establish an an- 
ti-vaccination society in Los Ange- 
les. The lower part of the hall was 
filled with persons who are radical 
in their views against inoculating 
children with virus, and the ideas on 
this line were freely expressed. Sev- 
eral of the speakers became so gen- 
eral in their expressions, that on sev- 
eral occasions the chairman was forced 
to call them to order for wandering 
fr6m the subject under consideration. 

The primary object of the ‘meeting 
was to protest against compulsory 
vaccination, and it resulted in the ap- 
pointing of a committee to wait on 
the Boards of Education and Health 
to protest against the methods which 
these bodies have taken to enforce a 


State law, and a committee to adopt 


Ways and means to get before the 
State Legislature an act to repeal 
the compulsory vaccination law. 

The meeting convened shortly after 
8 o'clock. W. C. Bowman was chosen 
chairman and W. P. Musaus secretary. 
J. Bell, who called the meeting to or- 
der, explained that its object was to 
appoint a committee to draw up and 
present resolutions to the Boards of 
Education and Health, protesting 
against the enforcement of the rule as 
laid down by them; to appoint a com- 
mittee to adopt ways and means for 
the repealing of the State law on com- 
pulsory vaccination, to send a repre- 
sentative to Sacramento to supervise 
the campaign-.and to raise money to 
defray the expenses of the movement; 
and finally to take steps toward the 
organization of a permanent anti-vac- 
cination society in Los Angeles, which 
would stand back of the committees ap- 
pointed. 

A motion that a committee be ap- 
pointed to wait upon the Board of 
Health and the Board of Education, 
caused considerable discussion, there 
being a faction in the hal? that be- 
lieved that to be the wrong way of 
attacking the question. John Robson 
spoke enthusiastically on the subject, 
but wandered from the question, and 
had just made the statement that he 
objected to any kind of vaccination, un- 
less it was the inoculation of the city 
officials with a sense of public duty, 
when he was called ty order by the 
chair. 

Robson’s talk pleased a good many of 
those present, and after considerable 
controversy between the chairman and 
some of those in the room, he was 
permitted. to continue. Mr. Rohson 
continued his attack on the two 
boards in question, and ‘was again 
called to order, this time by J. Bell, 
who rose to a point of order, stating 
that the object of the meeting was 
to protest against compulsory vaccina- 
tion and not against vaecination. At 
this juncture someone moved that the 
speaker keep the floor. The motion 
was carried, and Mr. Robson said: 
“Gentlemen, I am compelled to be out 
of order when dealig with the disorderly 
methods of the Boards of Health and 
Education.” He charged the boards 
with playing into the hands of the 
doctors, and attacked the proposition to 
make those who could not afford to 
have their children vaccinated declare 
themselves paupers in order that the 
city pay for the operations. 

Dr. Richmond followed Mr. Robson 
with quite a long talk, during which 
he read the compulsory-vaccination 
act, clause by clause, and commented 
on it. He declared that the boards 
had not acted within the intent of the 
law, and that the courts could hardly 
be expected to uphold their order as to 
the vaccination of all children whether 
they had ever been subjected to the 
operation before. Dr. Richmond was 
interrupted several times on a question 
of order, and, like his predecessor, was 
permitted to finish his talk after twice 
having been called to a consideration 
of the question. 

There was some minor discussion, 
after which the question was carried, 
and the chairman appointed the fol- 
lowing committee: John Robson, Mrs. 

E. Benson, Mrs. Alice E. Broad- 
well, H. C. Blaney and Samuel Rees. 
George Coulson was asked to serve, 
but declined, because, he said, he was 
too hot-headed and might say some- 
thing to the Board of Education which 
would not be complimentary. 

It was nearly 10 o’clock when this 
much business had been transacted, 
and, on motion, the chairman ruled 
that speeches would thereafter be lim- 
ited to five minutes. After a motion 
Was passed that a ways and means 
committee be appointed to look after 
securing a repeal of the “obnoxious”’ 
law, the chairman announced the 
names of J. Bell and C. A. Mead as 
members, and postponed the appoint- 


}ment of a third member, it being un- 


derstood that he should be an attor- 


ney. 

Following a short talk by Mahomet 
Ta’eiber on anti-vaccination, it was 
decided that the next meeting in the 
interests of anti-compulsory vaccina- 
tion should be held at the call of the 
chairman. 

Dr. Richmond, Mr. Bell and Mrs. 
Broadwell were appointed a commit- 
tee to secure speakers for the next 
meeting, after which the following 
declaration was circulated through the 
room for signatures: | 

“We, the undersigned, hereby affirm 
that we have conscientious scruples 
against vaccination, believing in many 
cases that the health and even the 
lives of individuals, especially children, 
may be placed in jeopardy by so do- 
ing. That the parents and family 
physicians should be the judges, and 
not an arbitrary law. That we will use 
our best efforts in securing repeal of 
the law which makes vaccination com- 
pulsory.”’ 

There was some objection to the 
wording of the declaration, in as much 
as it made the family physicians co- 
judges with the parents, but this was 
obviated by giving the circulators 
power to strike it out, @here were a 
little more than sixty signatures when 
the paper was brought back to the ros- 
‘trum. A committee of women was ap- 

pointed to circulate a similar state- 
ment among the citizens, with an idea 
of securing the names of all persons in 
ie city who are opposed to vaccina- 

on. 

There will be a meeting of the com- 
mittee which is to wait upon the 
Boards of Education and Health, at 
the home of the chairman, Mr. Robson, 
No. 717 West First street, at 2 o’clock 
this afternoon. 


Elkins for Attorney-General. 

HARRISBURG (Pa.,) Jan. 18.—Gov. 
Stone sent to the Senate today the nom- 
inations of-John P. Elkins as Attorney- 
General, and W. W. Greist as secretary 
of the cCmmonwealth. The latter was 
confirmed unanimously, but Senators 
Flynn and Henry bitterly opposed the 
confirmation of Mr. Elkins. Senator 
Magee defended Mr. Elkins. He said he 
had know# him from boyhood, and that 
he was an honest man. A vote resulted 
in Mr. Elkins’s confirmation, 33 to 13.

GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 
AMERICAN MACHINERY. Charles 


E. Locke, the New York representa- 
tive of the National Association of 


Manufacturers, says: 

“Our export trade in machinery dur- 
fing the past year has excelled that of 
@my previous year. The increase has 
Been with all markets of the world, 
But the least with South American 
wountries, for the reason that our 
transportation and banking facilities 
there are inadequate. The acquisition 
by the United States of West Indian 
territory, however, practically solves 
this problem,’*since Cuban and Porto 
Rican ports in the science of transpor- 
tation must be regarded simply as in- 
termediate stopping places between At- 
Jlantic and Gulf ports of the United 
States, and the most distant ports in 
South America. It will be as improb- 
able that transportation lines will end 
in the West Indies as that raiiroad lines 
from New York westward would stop 
at Buffalo. 

“We may as well acknowledge the 
truth, which, is that England, France, 
Germany and even Italy, Portugal and 
Belgium, have long since secured foot- 
holds for commerce in South American 
countries, which have given those coun- 
tries practical advantages not pos- 
sessed by the United States. 

“The present time is most auspicious 
for increasing our foreign trade with 
South America, of which this country 
now possesses less than 20 per cent. of 
the total. Brazilian imports amount to 
about $250,000,000 annually, of which 
Only $15,000,000 worth is purchased from 
the United States. On the other hand, 
We buy nearly $100,000,000 worth from 
Brazil, paying the difference in gold, 
mostly through continental banks, all 
of which sum and a great deal more 
igs expended in continental countries 
_for machinery and other manufactures 
for Brazilian consumption, nearly all 
@f which could be purchased direct 
from the United States. 

“It was a full recognition of these 
unfavorable balances that led James 
G. Biaine to establish the Bureau of 
‘American Republics. Probably no ac- 
tion on the part of the government in 
connection with its commerce ever at- 
tracted greater interest than did the 
establishment of this Pan-American al- 
liance. 

“To one South American buyer who 
comes to this country twenty-five visit 

urope. For the mutual interest of all 
these countries this condition of affairs 
should be changed, and the Bureau of 
American Republics is the lever which 
should effect this result. 

“Our exports of machinery to South 
Africa, Germany, Russia, Norway, 
Sweden, Denmark, France and Great 
Britain have increased in the past year 
from month to month.

ognizcd what it was. The air down along 
the beach is thoroughly charged with the 
smell, but it is scarcely, if at all, distin- 
guishable on the bluff above. It is said to 
be possible that the whale is not afloat, and 
that the odor arises to the surface of the 
sea’ and is ‘blown shoreward. It is more 
probable, however, that the carcas, nearly 
submerged, is floating somewhere several 
miles out. Varving estimates as to the dis- 
tance are given. One man, who has had ex- 
perience before with whales long dead, ex- 
pressed the opinion that the remains of the 
tlubbery monster might be out as far as 
fifteen miles. Another man said that, basing 
the estimate on his own experience and 
judging from the strength of the odor, the 
whale was not more than two or three miles 
from the beach. Wherever the source of the 
noisome smell may be, it is safe to say 
that most of the people of Santa Monica 
will not want it brought any nearer. They 
have not forgotten what happened in 1895 
when a dead whale was towed to the north 


beach. It was much advertised in the in- 
terest of a certain railroad company, and 
the strength of its odor was tested by many 


thousands of people who came from Los 
Angeles and elsewhere for that purpose. it 
was very profitable for the railroad com- 
pany, but it was not at all agreeable for 
the people who lived within smelling range 
of the unfragrant mass of decaying blub- 
ber. In this case, therefore, it may be as 
sumed that there will be an effort to pre- 
vent the news of the discovery from getting 
to the ears of the railroad officials, lest 
the prospect of gain tempt them to repeat 
the experiment of four years ago.

SAN BERNARDINOCOUNTY 


A. L. SOAP, CHARGED WITH MUR- 
DER, HELD TO ANSWER, 


He Killed John Larkin at Daggett. 
Redlands Prohibition Ordinance 
Upheld on Appeal—Unpaid City 
Taxes Now Delinguent. 


SAN BERNARDINO, Jan. 18.—[Regular 
Correspondence.}] A. L. Soap was given a 
preliminary hearing this afternoon before 
Justice Thomas, and was held to answer 
before the Superior: Court, on the charge 
of murder, for the killing of John Larkin, 
at Daggett. The crime was committed Jan- 
vary 11, when Soap shot Larkin at close 
range. Larkin died three days later. The 
witnesses today were Robert Harker, Thomas 
Spikes, M, C. Silas, Y. C. Moseley, all of 
Daggett, and Coroner Thompson of San 
Bernardino, who conducted the inquest. 

The testimony went to show that Larkin 
and Soap were in the Daggett saloon. They 
had not been friends for two years, and 
whenever Soap made his appearance, Larkin 
would make remarks in his hearing, refiect- 
ing on the character of his female relatives. 
Soap apparently gave no heed to Larkin’s 
remarks. He left the saloon the last time 
about 3 o'clock in the afternoon, and Lar- 
kin followed closely. Soap only went a 
few steps outside the saloon, when he 
turned qe! and fired one shot at Lar- 
kin, the ball striking within an inch of the 
heart. The shooting was witnessed by 
Thomas Spikes, colored. , 

Soap is 81 years old. His arms and hands 
are very unsteady, but at Daggett he is 
said to be accounted a sure shot. Larkin 
was cf middle age, and was quite popular. 

The prosecution was conducted by Dist.- 
Atty. Curtis and his deputy, T. W, Duck- 
worth. "The defendant is represented by 
Bledsoe & Bledsoe. 

PROHIBITION ORDINANCE GOES.

SAN DIEGO, Jan. 18.—{Regular Corre- 
spondence.] The California and Oriental 
Steamship Company has established its of- 
fices in the Spreckles building on the Santa 
Fé wharf.. A commodious general office is 
located in the northern end of the building, 
with private offices for General Manager 
Tweedie, Agent J. D. Phillips, and offices 
for the clerks. The offices are quite con- 
venient to the work, being not far from the 
dock of the steamers. They have been 
fitted up with incandescent lights, and are 
comfortable and commodious. 

The storage of freight bound for _the

He gave sev- 
eral reminiscences of Admiral Dewey, one 
referring to their meeting in Hongkong 
about five weeks before the battle of Ma- 
nila Bay. ‘‘We were watching a boat race,’ 
said Mr. Kirkpatrick, ‘‘and I beckoned to 
him from the veranda where I stood. He 
came over, and we viewed the race together. 
He introduced himself as ‘Mr. Dewey.’ 1 
asked him if he thought the Spaniards would 
back down. He replied, with his face 
flushing slightly, ‘Well, I don’t know, but 
remember that my as soon aS we get or- 
ders to sail for Ma.ila, it is a business trip 
we are going on.’’”’ 

Mr. Kirkpatrick then detailed his trip 
to Manila on the steamer Esmeralda, which 
was “ey by the Olympia just outside of 
Manila Bay. After Capt, Taylor of the Es- 
meraida had had an interview with Dewey, 
the commodore’s signal went up, and the 
fleet steamed toward Corregidor pass, on its 
way to the immortal sea ht.

The 
Americans of Hongkong and Shanghai went 
wild with delight, and held a full-dress ball, 
in which many of them appeared in even- 
ing dress made cf Stars a rps.

“To the Editor of The Times: Is not 
the Nicaragua Canal question in all se- 
riousness, a debatable one as Ww 
sults for good or evil, not ony for 
the Pacific Coast, but the entire United 
States? 

“Would it not better for all sec- 
tions of this country from the Atian- 
tic seaboard to the Pacific Coast, to 
not only support home industries, i. e., 
transcontinental railroads (that employ 
thousands of men and disburse millions 
of money annually,) but to encourage 
the building of more of them? 

“The thoughts advanced I dare say 
would be opposed by nearly every lead- 
ing journal published on the coast, and 
nine-tenths of the population. Still, in 
my humble opinion, it is one open to a 
very earnest and far-reaching discus- 
sion. 

“Why jeopardize all the great trans- 
contental railroads, hich the building of 
this canal would certainly do? 

“We of the Pacific Coast should be 
and must be, broad minded enough to 
rise above our petty quarrels with 
our local roads, and look away beyond 
them, should we not lend our greatest 
energies and exert our most potent 
influences toward the upbuilding of 
more lines of transcontinental rail- 
roads instead of encouraging a compe- 
tition that would perhaps bankrupt 
those we now have? Could vessels 
sailing from oriental countries, loaded 
with all their varied products, destined 
for Atlantic seaboard or European 
countries, ever be expected to touch a 
Pacific Coast port should the canal 
be built? I think not. 

Neither could vessels sailing from At- 
lantic seaboard or European ports be 
expected to deflect thousands of miles 
from their direct course to touch at 
any of our ports. In that case what is 
to become not only of our transconti- 
nental highways, but our Pacific Coast 
seaports, which we are laboring so hard 
to build up? What use would we have 
for them? 

They would certainly not be required 
to ship in the needs, and out the prod- 
ucts, of the Pacific Coast aione. There 
would not be business enough to sup- 
port them. Build the canal and, in my 
opinion, there will be nv more war- 
ships, nor any other kind of. ships built 
on this Coast. There will be no more 
oriental-transcontinental Atlantic sea- 
board-European business for cur sea- 
ports or railroads. It will be but 
“ships that pass in the night,” so far as 
we are concerned. Would it not be 
more consistent to encourage our pres- 
ent transcontinental lines all we can; 
urge the necessity for more and thereby 
assist in the upbuilding of all our sea- 
ports? And then bend every energy, 
and bring to bear everything in reason 
toward establishing a merchant marine 
(subsidized by our national govern- 
ment, if necessary, for it would he 
equally beneficial to every section of 
this country,) to ply between Pacific 
Coast seaports and all oriental coun- 
tries in connection with these great 
arteries of commerce that would throb 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific? This 
would give employment to thousands 
of our people and distribute millions 
of dollars among them. Why dig a 
ditch in a foreign country, disbursing 
thé money only to coolie labor (as white 
labor cannot live in that country,) 
spending $200,000,000 to $300.000,000 of 
the people’s money for the benefit of 
Europe only? 

With proper transportation facilities 
thereto, all Coast products would find 
far better markets in the Orient than 
in Atlantic America ory Europe. Just 
think of it, beer $16 per half-kege in 
Manila, and everything else in propor- 
tion! Great stress has been laid upon 
the saving of time to the Oregon had 
the canal been built and in operation 
at the time of her noted trip around 
South America. Would it have been 
safe to have made the effort to send 
this valuable war vessel through the 
canal at that time? Just think what a 
few determined men with a small out- 
rnd of submarine explosives could have 
one, 

They could have blown the vessel out 
of the canal, or destroyed the embank- 
ments at some point, and stranded her 
in the mud helpless, or Hobsonized 
some worthless craft, and what good 
would the Oregon have been? 

I may be wreng in my conclusions, 
and as I seek a discussion of the ques- 
tion, I earnestly ask some one, if I am 
wrong, to correct me.
